Some “crazy stuff” 
at the Congress 

In April\ the Congressional Horse Caucus held a hearing on the Thoroughbred Horseracing 
Integrity Act of 2015, which led The Racing Bi% to make the following observations.

£ £ I saw all kinds of crazy stuff,” said Rep. Ted Yoho (R-FL) during April’s hearing 
I of the Congressional Horse Caucus. Yoho, a veterinarian by trade, wasn’t refer- 
I ring to the hearing, however, which if nothing else demonstrated that a bunch 
of people who agree with each other tend to, you know, agree with each other. 

The hearing, called by Caucus co-chairs Rep. Andy Barr (R-KY) and Rep. Paul 
Tonko (D-NY), was intended to “discuss a path forward for the Thoroughbred 
Horseracing Integrity Act of 2015,” according to a release. And so the path forward 
appeared to involve gathering the bill’s supporters to agree how important it is. 

“We need a different kind of oversight,” said celebrity chef and horse owner Bobby 
Flay, a member of the board of directors of Breeders’ Cup Ltd., which has been an 
outspoken proponent of the bill. “One big oversight.” 

The Thoroughbred Horseracing Integrity Act, HR 3084, certainly would provide 
“one big oversight.” It would create a “Thoroughbred Horseracing Anti-Doping 
Authority” with the charge to take over regulation of medication and testing in racing, 
mete out whatever punishments it deems appropriate, and to charge racing interests for 
whatever it costs. The bill provides “a path to success” for racing’s efforts at medication 
control, added Craig Fravel, Breeders’ Cup President and CEO. 

“If we try and leave [medication regulation] to the states, it will never, ever happen,” 
declared Joe De Francis, former owner of the Maryland Jockey Club. “We are fiddling 
while Rome burns.” 

All of which made for a lot of nodding and me-toos and left National Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association executive director Eric J. Hamelback, the lone 
bill opponent on the panel, in the uncomfortable role of skunk-at-the-garden-party. 

“As you see, when states adopt the model rules through the ARCI system, you 
don’t see these problems,” he told the panel. “I think most definitely uniformity can 
be achieved” without federal intervention. Hamelback’s organization, which represents 
horsemen’s groups around the country, has been among the most vocal opponents of 
HR 3084. 

That there is opposition in the industry—and fairly considerable opposition at 
that—is one problem that the bill faces. Congress generally is loath to step in to solve 
intra-industry squabbles, which the fight over medication regulation to a large extent is. 

“There’s no piece of legislation ever that’s perfect,” suggested Rep. Gregory Meeks 
(D-NY). “For the good of the sport, why can’t we all get together?”

Timonium 0TB success fuels optimism 



O n any given afternoon, 15 to 

100 people can be found at the 
new Timonium off-track betting 
facility at the Maryland State Fairgrounds. 

They sit at plain white tables in a white 
room, with new tan, laminate flooring 
and flat-screen televisions. They can 
watch races from around the country, 
be glued to the Daily Racing Form as 
they consider their next bets, flag down 
a waitress to order lunch or walk to a 
betting widow to make their wagers. 

Basically, fans have everything they 
need in the 2,700-square-foot facility 
which opened in March and includes a 
sophisticated and comfortable adjacent 
restaurant, the Grandstand Grille. The 
restaurant boasts a 10-seat bar and locals 
can be seen enjoying lunch in its low-lit 
dining room. 

The room is encircled by flat-screen 
TVs above shuttered windows, allow¬ 
ing fans to keep up with the action. And 
there are oversized leather sofas in the 
middle of the room, positioned for relax¬ 
ing and perhaps sipping a cocktail. 

It is one of the latest additions to 
the Maryland Jockey Club’s strategy for 
expanding and upgrading the racing busi¬ 
ness in the state. 

Once popular betting sites in the mid- 
1990s, off-track betting facilities were 
nearly extinct by the time The Stronach 
Group, which owns Maryland’s two 
major Thoroughbred tracks, Pimlico Race 
Course and Laurel Park, seriously turned 
its eyes to the state at the end 2014. The 
OTBs had lost out to online betting and 
casinos in nearby states. 

Down to just one such facility in 2015 
-The Riverboat on the Potomac, techni¬ 
cally in Maryland, but located in Colonial 
Beach, Va.-the MJC has made a major 
push to re-establish the OTB network. 

“It is a matter of convenience for our 
fans,” said Maryland Jockey Club presi¬ 
dent and general manager Sal Sinatra, 
noting that times, management and cir¬ 
cumstances change. 

In the last 11 months, the MJC has 
opened three new facilities, the latest at 
G Boone’s at the Events Center on Old 
National Pike near Boonsboro. It opened 
in mid-April on the heels of Timonium, 
which followed the opening of the 
Horseshoe Casino OTB in Baltimore just 
before the 2015 Preakness. 


The OTBs are along major entry 
points into the state from West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. 

“But the main reason for the expan¬ 
sion,” said Maryland Racing Commission 
chair John McDaniel, “is fundamentally 
to get Marylanders reacquainted with and 
reinvigorated by the sport.” 

The revival is just the latest step 
toward restoring Maryland racing to 
the top echelon. First came the General 
Assembly’s approval of casino gambling, 
that included giving a share of the rev¬ 
enue to Maryland racing for structural 
improvements and purse upgrades. At the 
same time, led by the MRC, the indus¬ 
try put together a 10-year agreement in 
which the MJC, horsemen and breeders 
committed to work together. 

Then came The Stronach Group’s “all- 
in” commitment to rebuilding the indus¬ 
try and the facilities at state tracks-just as 
it did in Florida and California. 

All of it has dovetailed into making 
Maryland racing one of the most talked 
about upturns in the business. 

The OTB at the Horseshoe Casino 
produced $7 million in handle in its first 
six months of operation last year. 

The Stronach Group’s chief operating 
officer Tim Ritvo and Sinatra estimate 
the handle at the Timonium site will 
be $15-20 million a year, which would 
produce about $500,000 a year in net 
revenue for each of the three partners 
in the venture. The MJC and the State 
Fairgrounds each get a third and the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association and the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association split a third. 

Sinatra said the Timonium OTB is 
outperforming early estimates, even 
before a grand opening. Sinatra gives 


Florida Derby weekend (April 2) as an 
example. 

“The handle exceeded $100,000 in 
two days, beating the $80,000 pulled in 
at the OTB in the Horseshoe Casino in 
Baltimore,” he said. “And the good thing 
is, Timonium doesn’t appear to be draw¬ 
ing from the downtown location. There’s 
no cannibalization. It seems there are a 
lot of people in Timonium who have 
been going to the OTB in York, Pa.” 

He added it “will be a horse race” 
between the two new OTBs to see which 
one generates the most handle this year. 

Just what the Boonsboro facility will 
do, Sinatra is unsure. 

“It’s wait and see,” he says, but there is 
excitement in his voice. 

The Boonsboro OTB was welcomed 
by the local community, as the MJC 
learned from the process at Timonium, 
getting the word out in early meetings 
and news reports. 

In Timonium neighbors were not 
made aware of the possibility of an OTB 
coming to the fairgrounds until late in 
the process. They raised strong opposi¬ 
tion until fairgrounds officials signed a 
document saying they would never open 
a casino at the Timonium track. 

Since then, said Andy Cashman, gen¬ 
eral manager of the fairgrounds, “Things 
are going great. We’re happy. More and 
more people are finding out about it and 
coming. That Florida Derby weekend, we 
had 300 people in the lounge and OTB.” 

Cashman said the fair’s share of the 
revenue will go a long way in keeping the 
Maryland State Fair in business. 

“This is a huge facility,” he says. 

“With the money expected to come in, 
we can begin restoration of the older 
buildings.” — Sandra McKee

Museum of Racing and Hall of Fame, 
the 2016 class which includes former 
Mid-Atlantic jockey Ramon Dominguez. 
The native of Caracas, Venezuela, 
won 4,985 races and $191,620,277 and 
the Eclipse Award for Outstanding 
Jockey in 2010, 2011 and 2012 in a 
career cut short by injury in 2013. 

Dominguez 
will be 

inducted in the 
contemporary 
category 
along with 
trainer Steve 
Asmussen and 
horses Rachel 
Alexandra 
and Zenyatta 
Aug. 12 at 
the museum 
in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y. 

Dominguez was the leading rider 
at Delaware Park from 2004-07 and 
won multiple meet titles at Laurel Park 
and Pimlico in Maryland. He won 20 
individual meet riding titles on the New 
York Racing Association circuit, including 
a record 68 wins at Saratoga in 2012. 

He won 44 Grade 1 races in his career, 
including 25 from 2010-12. Dominguez 
was the regular rider of 2011 Horse of 
the Year Havre de Grace and his other top 
mounts included champions Gio Ponti 
and Hansen, as well as Alpha, Stay Thirsty, 
Fabulous Strike, Eight Belles, Better Talk 
Now, Haynes field and Bluegrass Cat. 

In addition to the contemporary 
inductees, the 2016 class includes the 
1875 Preakness winner Tom Ochiltree, 
chosen by the Historic Review Committee 
along with jockey Wayne Wright. 

Tom Ochiltree raced for Maryland- 
based trainer R.W Walden and won 
21 of 33 starts from 1875-77. The 
horse is also part of an old Pimlico 
logo with fellow stars of the era Ten 
Broeck and Parole from an 1877 race.

$2,372 million, up 34.5 percent from 
$1,764 million in 2015. Total handle on 
Laurel’s meet was $151.1 million, up 
9 percent from $140 million in 2015, 
while in-state wagering on Laurel was up 
25 percent from $37.4 million to $46.7 
million. Exports were up 12 percent.

Filed: A federal lawsuit, by trainer 
Ramon Preciado, against officials at 
Parx Racing and the Pennsylvania 
Racing Commission. In response, 

Parx allowed Preciado to enter 
horses at the track beginning May 2. 
The lawsuit seeks damages incurred 
to Preciado’s business when Parx 
refused to accept entries from the 
trainer and banned him from the 
grounds in April. Initially, Preciado 
appealed the ban and he received a 
stay from the racing commission that 
allowed him on the grounds but did 
not lift the entry refusal. Preciado 
faces a lengthy suspension due to 
two clenbuterol overages at Parx 
last fall, which followed four other 
violations for the same medication 
at Parx and Delaware Park. 

Received: A $10,000 grant from 
Hollywood Casino at Charles Town 
Races, CANTER Mid-Atlantic. It is 
the eighth consecutive year of support 
by the racetrack as part of its Charles 
Town Classic racing day. The donation 
will assist in furthering programs to 
help transition former racehorses 
into new careers. In addition to 
supporting CANTER Mid-Atlantic’s 
free horse listing service, the renewed 
funding and commitment by Charles 
Town will allow the organization to 
provide emergency care for at-risk 
horses. Graduates with Charles Town 
connections include successful eventers 
Anthony Patch, Palm Crescent and Kiss 
a Monster plus show horse Cavalleria.

Virginia, Maryland combine 
on Mid-Atlantic Day at Pimlico 


V irginia and Maryland team up for the 
first Mid-Atlantic Day at Pimlico Race 
Course June 25. Plans call for a full 
program of races restricted to horses bred 
in the two states. 

The lineup will include three new 
$60,000 Virginia-bred turf stakes-the 
Edward P. Evans for older horses at 1 Vie 
miles, the Nellie Mae Cox for older fillies 
and mares at the same distance and the 
White Oak Farm for older horses at 5 
furlongs. In addition, two $30,000 maiden 
races going 5 furlongs on the turf are part 
of the Virginia-bred lineup. 

Purses for the Virginia-bred races come 
from the Virginia HBPAs purse account 
and the Virginia breeders’ fund, which 
receive income from advance-deposit 
wagers placed by state residents. 

“We’re thrilled,” said Frank Petramalo, 
executive director of the Virginia HBPA. 
“We’ve got to do something to keep 
Virginia racing on the radar scope until 
we can lease or buy [dormant racetrack] 
Colonial Downs or get some flat racing at 
Morven Park, which is moving forward.” 

Petramalo paid credit to Maryland 
Jockey Club racing secretary Georganne 
Hale for Mid-Atlantic Day. 

“It’s a wonderful idea,”Hie said. “We 
were meeting about the Virginia-bred 
stakes in the fall at Laurel like we did last 


year, and she raised the idea about maybe 
doing something at Pimlico.” 

The Maryland side features the Find 
(older horses) and All Brandy (fillies and 
mares) stakes worth $75,000 each at lYs 
miles on the turf, plus two l/V-mile turf 
allowance races worth $35,000 apiece. 

Funding for the Maryland-bred stakes 
comes from the Maryland Fund man¬ 
aged by the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, while the allowance races 
are funded through the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association purse 
account. Though similar races were carded 
on Maryland Pride Day in 2015, the allow¬ 
ance races are a new development with two 
also in the condition book in late May. 

“It’s a great opportunity for Maryland- 
breds to run in a race that isn’t a stake,” 
said Hale. “I put the races on the turf to 
give them a better shot of going that time 
of year. We are running two first-level 
allowance races going short the end of 
May, and two first-level allowance races 
going long on Mid-Atlantic Day.” 

The move was approved unanimously 
by the MTHA board. 

“There was some discussion about it,” 
said trainer Tim Keefe, the MTHA presi¬ 
dent. “All trainers don’t have Maryland- 
breds in their barns, so it’s a little different, 
but it’s something new and it’s nice to see.” 


Cooperatively, Maryland and Virginia 
came together to create a day of racing 
designed to benefit horses foaled in the 
region. 

“Virginia was looking for an avenue to 
run their stakes, and doesn’t have enough 
for a full day,” said Keefe. “Georganne 
brought up combining the two states to 
make one day of racing. It’s a good mix.” 

Petramalo said handle derived from 
the Virginia races will benefit the Virginia 
purse account, while the Maryland races 
will contribute to that state’s purse account. 
Five Virginia-bred stakes carded at Laurel 
last year are once again scheduled for 
September. 

Virginia announces 
breeders’ bonuses 

Filed under more good news for 
Virginia, the HBPA and Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association announced a purse 
bonus for horses winning at Mid-Atlantic 
racetracks to start July 1. 

Breeders of Virginia-breds which win 
in Maryland, New Jersey, Delaware, Penn¬ 
sylvania, West Virginia or New York will 
receive 25 percent of the winner’s share 
of the purse.

£ £ I could have a child give him a bath or groom him. He stands 
I still, doesn’t move. This horse loves loves, loves the attention.” 

Mary McGlothlin is talking about Chilito—but no one 
who knew the horse during his racing career would have dreamed 
such a statement could or would ever apply to him. In fact, 
the word “savage” had been used to describe the horse when 
McGlothlin first encountered him in 2001. . . and it wasn’t an 
exaggeration. 


“I remember I was at Pimlico helping out Tommy McGivern 
for a few months while I was trying to decide what I was going 
to do with myself, and he had Chilito. He got him after he’d been 
kind of kicked out of the breeding shed. I’d heard numerous 
stories of different interactions with vets and things. He was not 
pleasant.” 

Though the horse was retired-and a gelding-McGlothlin 
approached with a healthy dose of respect and caution. 
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McGivern had the horse back in training, but when a small 
tendon injury was discovered he stopped immediately. 
McGlothlin was admittedly “smitten” with Chilito by then and 
was in a position to take a horse-so McGivern gave him to her. 

“I never felt threatened. He came with this bad reputation, but 
I never saw it there at Tommy’s. Then when I got him, I didn’t 
really see it.” 

Chilito’s previous connections had seen plenty. Bred in 
Kentucky by Holtsinger, the son of Strawberry Road (Aus) was 
produced from graded stakes winner Cosmic Tiger (a daughter 
of Tim the Tiger). Lazy Lane Farm paid $62,000 for him at the 
1996 Keeneland September yearling sale. Then farm manager 
Andrew Motion had the task of breaking the dark bay colt. 

“Andrew said he was the toughest horse he had ever broken,” 
McGlothlin said. “He said he’d have to twitch him to put a rider 
up because he would grab them.” 

Sent to Motion’s brother Graham to train, Chilito won 
his second start at Saratoga in 1997. Beginning his 3-year-old 
campaign at Gulfstream Park, he was consistent enough in 
allowance company to step up to the Paradise Creek Stakes. 
Chilito led from wire to wire. A win in Hialeah’s Flamingo 
Stakes-G3 meant that Motion had his first Kentucky Derby 
starter. The Chilito camp celebrated, but knew things were 
unlikely to proceed without incident. 

Adrian Rolls, Motion’s assistant since 1989, remembers a 
studdish, aggressive horse. Motion’s wife, Anita, told McGlothlin 
the 1998 Derby was a case of Murphy’s Law—whatever could go 
wrong, did. 

“She was embarrassed,” McGlothlin said. “They walked 
into the paddock with him behind the favorite, and he was so 
studdish and misbehaved so badly. She said the camera was 
on the favorite, so they too were on camera. She said she was 
thinking £ Oh my GOD. . . !’” 

Chilito was a factor for the first 6 furlongs before finishing 
11th behind Real Quiet, skipped the Preakness Stakes, finished 
fifth in the Jersey Derby and took another shot at Real Quiet 
in the Belmont. Chilito was sixth as Victory Gallop denied the 
Triple Crown bid by a nose. 

A career at stud lasted less than a full season before McGivern 
took him on, got him sound after a break and gave him another 
crack at the races. Never better than fifth in five starts, Chilito 
was retired as soon as the tendon was detected. He was sound, 
but needed to stop being a racehorse. McGlothlin took the gift 
horse, and he’s been “The Dude ever since.” 

Now 21, he lives in Butler, Md., at Michael Lund Petersen’s 
Hyggelig Haven where McGlothlin trains steeplechase horses. 
Two of his pasturemates are familiar names-retired timber 
champion Bubble Economy and retired filly/mare champion 
Footlights. 

“I didn’t see that happening, but I couldn’t turn it down,” 
said McGlothlin, a former assistant to top steeplechase trainer 
Jack Fisher. “I ride Bubbles; he’s ornery and I wouldn’t subject 
everyone to him. But my friend does ride Chilito and that keeps 
him going. They do get along, but Bubbles had to understand 
and respect Chili. Unfortunately it took a little time to realize 
that, but now they have figured each other out. I do have a star- 
studded retirement field. I adore them and am blessed to have 
them.” 

One of the first things McGlot hlin learned about Chilito 
when she brought him home was how much he actually enjoyed 



being ridden. McGivern had mentioned as much, but it still 
came as a pleasant surprise that didn’t necessarily jibe with the 
cautionary tales. Litfie issues were big issues at first; pulling his 
mane was a traumatic mission he absolutely detested. 

“That was World War III for years,” said McGlothlin. “I 
roached it several times—it was the lesser evil. And it was thick 
enough for three ponies.” 

But even that ebbed as time wore on. These days, McGlothlin 
ponies off him and can take him anywhere. He loves his cross¬ 
country hacks. He trailers, he babysits, he’s great at teaching a 
bit of manners in the field. And still at this age, she says, if his 
fieldmates take off running, he wants to win and often does. 

McGlothlin has long thought that Chilito would have 
been better served had he been gelded as a youngster. She 
believes —and perhaps few would argue—that the constant 
hormonal distractions and disruptive behaviors prohibited him 
from reaching his true potential. By the time McGivern decided 
to stop on him, Chilito was a graded stakes winner who had 
earned $210,030 and statistics of 17-4-1-2. 

“It was unfortunate for him because he was a really talented 
horse,” McGlothlin said. “I think that his distractions really 
messed up any potential that he had. It was so compromising.” 

Chilito may no longer breathe fire, but McGlothlin still sees 
occasional glimpses of the dragon he once was. 

“It’s just in his demeanor. He gets this look in his eye with 
a couple of them who would also prefer to be the alpha horse. 
And I keep saying we need someone to capture this on film. 

He doesn’t do anything per se, but his neck arches and he 
completely changes. It’s not mean, but it’s like 'Buddy, I’m the 
top dog now.’ ” w

Built in region, 
Grade 1 win 
packs punch 


G et out the megaphones, head to the 
rooftops and start shouting. You 
can breed, raise, sell, buy, train and 
race a Grade 1 winner in the Mid-Atlantic. 
You probably knew that, but it sure helps 
when you’re trying to make the point with 
someone else. 

Thank you, Cathryn Sophia. 

The Maryland-bred filly captured the 
$1 milli on Kentucky Oaks at Churchill 
Downs May 6 and became the next poster 
horse for investing in the Thoroughbred 
industry, sticking to the plan, supporting 


the regional market and making sure rac¬ 
ing keeps a place in the region’s economic 
engine. Perhaps most importantly, the vic¬ 
tory by the bay filly gives Thoroughbred 
owners and breeders a talking point with 
state politicians, economic policy makers 
and other leaders. 

You want to convince someone that 
higher purses, breeder incentives and so 
on are a good investment? Tell Cathryn 
Sophia’s story. 

Cathryn Sophia was born in Maryland, 
at Chanceland Farm in West Friendship. 
The farm sits right next to 1-70 on the way 
to Frederick. The 195-acre place is not a 
housing development or an office park, 
though it does employ a dozen people or 
so. Chanceland buys hay and straw and 
feed, keeps a blacksmith busy, pays fees 
to veterinarians. A full-service, commer¬ 
cial operation owned by Bob Manfuso 
(officially the breeder of Cathryn Sophia) 
and Katy Voss, Chanceland foals about 
20 mares a year with most of the babies 
selling as yearlings and a few kept to race. 

A healthy marketplace means good busi¬ 
ness for Chanceland—more mares, more 
foals, more employees, more feed, hay and 
straw purchased, more horses to sell. 

The future Oaks winner grew up in 
the fields at Chanceland, and went to 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
yearling show in June. Manfuso and Voss 
love what horses learn there, and swear 
by it as good sales prep. Chanceland has 
retired the challenge cup several times. 
Cathryn Sophia finished second in her 
class. While it’s a small-time community 
event, the yearling show dates to 1932 and 
has been judged by the biggest names in 
racing history. 

Three months later, she was in the 
sales ring at Timonium. The Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale is many things — 
but it isn’t normally the high end of the 
market. It’s where people come to buy 
horses though, and Cathryn Sophia fit the 
bill as a prospect. Pennsylvanian Chuck 
Zacney spent $30,000 (well above the 


$21,000 average but nowhere near the 
$260,000 top price). Fasig-Tipton sold $6 
million worth of horses at that sale, which 
drew buyers and sellers from the region, 
Kentucky, Florida and even had some 
international action. For the politicians, 
that means flights, hotel rooms, meals, 
rental cars, tolls, staff and all the other 
associated impact drivers. 

Zacney bought two others that day—a 
filly for $27,000 and a colt for $62,000. In a 
robust example of why this is such an inex¬ 
act business, she’s lost her only two starts 
and he hadn’t run as of mid-May. 

Cathryn Sophia ultimately went to train¬ 
er John Servis (who grew up in Charles 
Town, WVa.) at Parx Racing, where she 
won her first start. Then she won a stakes 
at Laurel Park. In both cases, that’s local 
impact via the trainer’s employees, feed, 
hay, straw and other supplies, van com¬ 
panies, jockeys, racetrack employees, the 
taxes generated from bettors and so on. 

Don’t laugh, it all adds up. Tell your 
congressman, and your neighbors. And 
don’t think other industries aren’t doing it. 

About the only non-regional parts to 
Cathryn Sophia’s story are her sire Street 
Boss, who stands in Kentucky, her 2-year- 
old preparations in Florida and her 2016 
races in Florida and Kentucky. The region 
might be able to do something about the 
former—with an improved roster of stal¬ 
lions, which will get a chance to happen as 
the other boxes (mares, foals, sales, purses, 
incentives) get checked. There aren’t many 
ways to compete with Florida weather 
when it comes to prepping young horses 
in the winter, so leave that task on the 
to-do list, though South Carolina isn’t such 
a bad place. 

Now a Grade 1 winner, an earner of 
$949,720 on the racetrack and one of the 
most valuable Thoroughbreds on the con¬ 
tinent, the regional girl will get a chance 
to make more impact as she moved into a 
stall at Delaware Park after the Oaks.

Lady in Waiting 
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Cathryn Sophia takes Chanceland Farm , 
Maryland on Kentucky Oaks ride

T he young fillies at Chanceland Farm ripped and raced and ran, 
bolting from one end of the field to the other in a never-ending 
game of Who’s the Fastest? They ducked and dodged and dived, 
stopping to nibble some grass, sip some water, grab a nap in the sun or a 
roll in the dirt. Then off they’d go again. 

All except one, anyway. She’d run for a while, then give up and just 
watch as her mates went this way and that. 


“She was the lazy one out in the field,” 
said farm employee A.J. Hesketh-Tutton 
with a smile. “She would stand and watch 
all the other fillies. They’d run by her and 
she’d kind of follow behind them. They’d 
go back the other way and she’d follow. 
After about two or three times, she’d be 
like Til just wait here. You’re going to 
come back.’ ” 

A little more than two years later, she’s 
no longer waiting—and everyone else is 
watching her. 

The bay filly grew up to be Cathryn 
Sophia, who became Chanceland’s most 
accomplished racehorse when she won the 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl at Churchill Downs 
May 6. Hesketh-Tutton runs the brood¬ 
mare barn and cares for the young horses 
at the West Friendship, Md., farm and 
might be Cathryn Sophia’ biggest fan. 
After all, Hesketh-Tutton was there from 
just about the beginning—when the future 
Grade 1 winner was little more than a 
fuzzy, brown ball of energy with a pen¬ 
chant for sleeping with her tongue hanging 
out of her mouth. 

Cathryn Sophia still flops her tongue, 
and is partial to letting it droop waaayyy 
out to her left when she runs (feel free to 
flip back to the cover for proof). Though 
the people at Chanceland had veterinarians 
look at their filly, there’s nothing wrong 
with her jaw, no genetic defect, no mis¬ 
placed muscle. She just has a long tongue, 
and isn’t afraid to show it, even though 
she’s mostly dropped the habit around the 
barn. 

“That was how she lived until she was 
6 or 7 months old,” said Hesketh-Tutton. 


“She used to run around the field when 
she was a baby and she’d come back with 
this big wet patch on the side of her face 
from her tongue slapping back and forth. 
After we weaned her was when we started 
noticing it going back in normally. When 
she was 8 months old, she’d just stick the 
tip out through her lip.” 

Whether it had anything to do with 
her development or not will remain a 
mystery. Cathryn Sophia grew up like any 
other horse at Chanceland. Owned by 
Bob Manfuso and Katy Voss, the 195-acre 
farm just over the hill from the Howard 
County Fairgrounds and bordering 1-70 
routinely produces quality horses who go 
on to success on the racetrack, in the sales 
ring, and at the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association’s annual yearling show. The 
first Grade 1 winner bred by Manfuso, 
Cathryn Sophia took it all to an extreme. 

“Everything with her was food,” 
Hesketh-Tutton said. “Food, food, food. 
She would graze in a little circle while all 
these fillies ran around in a loop around 
her.” 

All that grass and growing up sent her 
to the yearling show in July 2014, where 
she placed second in her class judged by 
trainer Tony Dutrow. From there, she 
started under tack. It’s all part of the pro¬ 
cess. 

“We break them all, starting some time 
in July,” said Voss. “It starts [in the brood¬ 
mare barn]. They get handled, they get 
brushed, they come in and go out every 
day. That’s the beginning. They know how 
to lead from a very early age.” 


Manfuso frequently compares raising 
young horses to putting children through 
school. 

“You don’t ask a kid to go right to high 
school, he goes to grade school first,” 
he said. “You have to start when they’re 
babies and I think that’s critical. We put 
most of them under tack, but we don’t put 
any pressure on them. I just think it’s part 
of the education process.” 

By October, Cathryn Sophia was in the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale with 
a typically big Chanceland consignment. 
Chuck Zacney, who heads up the Cash is 
King Stable best known as the owner of 
2005 champion 3-year-old Afleet Alex, 
spent $30,000 to get the daughter of Street 
Boss. 

“She was a nice filly but it was fair value 
for what Street Boss was standing for 
then,” said Manfuso. “We go to the sale 
and try to be realistic. We put a fair value 
on the horses and if they sell, they sell.” 

The first foal out of the unraced 
Mineshaft mare Sheave, whose dam Bel- 
terra won a Grade 2 stakes for Manfuso, 
was on her way. From Timonium, Cathryn 
Sophia (named for Zacney’s niece Cathryn 
McCarry, a soccer player at Rowan Univer¬ 
sity) went to Eisaman Equine in Florida 
and then to trainer John Servis at Parx 
Racing. The schedule slowed a bit while 
she grew through some issues, but Cathryn 
Sophia has been on a steady climb ever 
since: debut maiden romp at Parx in late 
October. . . Gin Talking Stakes win at 
Laurel in Park in December . . . two Grade 
2 wins at Gulfstream Park in January 
and February. . . a second in the Grade 1 
Ashland at Keeneland April 9. . . and then 
the Oaks. 

After the Ashland, where she lost by 
two necks to Weep No More and Rachel’s 
Valentina, some questioned the filly’s abil¬ 
ity to race beyond a mile. Servis briefly 
thought about the 7-furlong Eight Belles 
on the Oaks undercard, then changed his 
mind. 

Thirteen days before the lVs-mile 
Grade 1, Cathryn Sophia worked 5 fur¬ 
longs in :59.60 at Keeneland. Without 
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undefeated champion Songbird, who was 
pulled from the Oaks with a fever April 17, 
the race looked a little less daunting and a 
full field of 14 was entered. 

Cathryn Sophia broke well from post 
12 for Javier Castellano and sped alongside 
Rachel’s Valentina for the first furlong 
before sliding over a path and into the 
perfect stalking position—fourth, one off 
the rail, behind Terra Promessa, Rachel’s 
Valentina and Lewis Bay. Leaning into his 
filly’s neck, Castellano maintained a long 
hold up the backstretch through a half-mile 
in :47.87. Third after 6 furlongs in 1:12.60, 
Cathryn Sophia still hadn’t done any real 
running. She struck at the top of the 
stretch, tongue flapping with every stride, 
and built an immediate lead with only two 
late reminders from her jockey. She won 
by 2 3 /4 lengths in 1:50.53. Land Over Sea 
rallied from well back to be second with 
Lewis Bay third. 

At Chanceland and in the Tips res¬ 
taurant at Laurel Park, where Manfuso 
watched, much bedlam ensued. 

“I don’t have to say we got more than 
a litfie excited and the whole room, when 
she made that move on the far turn, 
just exploded,” said Manfuso. “You don’t 
count your berries too soon, but at the 
head of the lane I thought she was home 
free.” 


Once a partner in the Maryland Jockey 
Club, whose stone-dust voice can be heard 
with a strong opinion in many a meeting, 
Manfuso called the victory far more than a 
personal achievement. 

“I’m incredibly proud of the team, 
you’ve got to get the foals on the ground, 
raise them right and do all the work first,” 
he said. “It’s wonderful to have bred a 
Grade 1 winner, but what’s more impor¬ 
tant to me is you’ve got a Maryland-bred 
filly winning the Kentucky Oaks. The 
image it projects to the state of Maryland 
is very special.” 

Four weeks before the Oaks, Hesketh- 
Tutton joked about what her reaction 
would be to a victory. 

“You’ll find me standing on top of the 
barn screaming my head off,” she said. 
“She wooooonnnnn.” 

Four days afterward, she stuck to the 
script and said, “I haven’t made it off the 
rooftop yet,” before halting an interview 
to get the mares and foals in before a rain¬ 
storm. Once the horses were secure, she 
explained what it felt like to watch Cathryn 
Sophia win a Grade 1. 

“I ran around and jumped up and down 
and screamed,” she said. “As soon as she 
crossed the wire, my phone started blow¬ 
ing up with everybody who has ever seen 
her, ever worked with her. And it wasn’t, 


Hey, A.J. Hesketh-Tutton, what 
does Chanceland Farm do well to 
prepare young Thoroughbreds for the 
racetrack? 

“We let them see everything they can 
possibly see. We have dogs in the barn, 
cats in the barn. If there’s something they 
don’t like to walk past for whatever reason, 
we make sure we walk past that every day 
and let them know it’s OK. It’s nothing to 
be afraid of. We kick on trash cans until 
they realize trash cans don’t eat horses. 

It’s little things. They learn to tie, to be 
brushed, to load on the trailer... all the 
things that allow them to have confidence 
in themselves. If they know this stuff, then 
hopefully they’ve got the confidence to try 
and do the best they can on the track or 
whatever it is they do.” 


‘Hello, A.J.’ It was, ‘Oh my God, she won.’ 
It was very exciting and everybody here 
was absolutely thrilled.” 

Beyond the moment, Hesketh-Tutton 
was proud of herself, proud of the team at 
Chanceland, proud of the filly she calls one 
of her kids. Winning a big race was part of 
it, but the satisfaction of a job well carried 
even more weight. 

“As any construction worker will tell 
you, the stronger the foundation the higher 
you can build,” said the six-year Chance¬ 
land employee. “I want to give them the 
best possible foundation, so they can go on 
and do everything they can do.” ^

J oe and Blythe Davies drove to Penn National in May 2013 
to claim a horse, watched him in the paddock, liked enough 
of what they saw and filled out the slip. The hard part was 
over so they went to watch the race on a grandstand television. 
“Excuse me, did you just claim my horse?” 

It was Flint Stites, the veteran Penn National-based trainer 
with more than 1,500 wins and a lengthy career of dealing with 
horses large, small, fast, slow, cheap and expensive. 


Joe and Blythe, Maryland-based steeple¬ 
chase trainers who specialize in the circuit’s 
big spring timber races, nodded and said 
that, yes, they had just claimed Stites’ horse. 

“I just want you to know,” Stites said. 
“I’ve been training horses for 35 years and 
this is the craziest horse I’ve ever trained.” 

Just about as Stites finished his sen¬ 
tence, the horse —a 3-year-old gelding 
named Senior Senator with zero wins in 
four starts —sent jockey William Otero to 
the dirt and got loose. 

For a moment, Joe Davies thought he 
had an out. The stewards might scratch 
the horse and the claim would be voided. 
Then, the horse was rounded up, Otero 
got back in the saddle and Senior Senator 
finished second. The Davies went home 
with a new horse, and a project. 

“I noticed someone looking at him that 
night,” said Stites. “It wasn’t the first time. 
He’s a good-looking horse. I went and talk¬ 


ed to them. I just wanted to make sure they 
understood what they were getting into.” 

Short term, they were getting into a 
project. Long term, they were getting into 
a Maryland Hunt Cup winner. 

Just shy of three years after that night 
at Penn National, Senior Senator won the 
120th edition of the timber classic by a 
half-length over Guts For Garters (Ire) 
April 30. Owned by Skip Crawford, trained 
by Joe Davies and ridden by 20-year-old 
Eric Poretz, the Pennsylvania-bred became 
the first 6-year-old to capture the timber 
classic since Jay Trump in 1963. 

The achievement was not lost on Stites, 
who had a feeling a career change might 
help. Bred by Marylander Charles McGill, 
Senior Senator was so well behaved as a 
young horse that he wasn’t gelded. The 
racetrack, and Stites, changed that pretty 
quickly. 

“As soon as he got fit it was all hands 
on deck,” said the trainer a few days after 


the Hunt Cup. “He wasn’t too bad on the 
track, but in the barn and anywhere near 
the starting gate he was really difficult to 
deal with. In our barn at Penn, he jumped 
so high one day that the rider hit his head 
on the rafters. And he could go all day, 
we could never get him tired. But he’d get 
himself so worked up in the paddock and 
going to the gate.” 

The son of Domestic Dispute and the 
Awesome Again mare Queen Kennelot 
was so far behind in his career debut late in 
his 2-year-old season that the official chart 
declared him a non-finisher. He got closer 
in his next three starts, finishing fourth, 
third and second with late rallies. 

Stites tried training off his farm not 
far from the Grantville, Pa., racetrack, and 
Senior Senator seemed to appreciate that 
atmosphere, but he still had to go to the 
racetrack to work and to run. 

“Hauling him to the track, he wouldn’t 
tolerate that,” said Stites. “He was tough 
in the trailer. As soon as he realized where 
he was going, he was just as bad as he was 
before. I was afraid he was going to really 
hurt himself.” 

The night of the claim, May 11, 2013, 
Senior Senator was in for $7,500 going a 
mile on the dirt. Bettors made him the 6-5 
favorite. After the pre-race shenanigans, 
he ran OK—losing by F /2 lengths—with 
another stretch rally. 

“He got loose a couple times behind the 
gate, dropped the rider and ran around,” 
said Stites. “It got where we would get him 
saddled, get him out to the track and kind

of circle him and surprise him where he 
would just show up behind the gate. But 
he figured that out pretty quickly too. He’s 
a smart horse, a very smart horse. He’s a 
beautiful horse too. He always looked good 
and made you think there was something 
there.” 

For his new trainers, there were nothing 
but headaches at first. They ran him back 
for $5,000 at Timonium in August and, 
after tossing the jockey behind the start¬ 
ing gate, he finished sixth. Senior Senator 
made one more trip to Penn National, fin¬ 
ishing sixth for $7,500 after—you guessed 
it—dropping the jockey on the way to the 
gate. 

“I was at Timonium when they ran him 
there, and at Penn when they ran him,” said 
Stites. “He was the same way. He hadn’t 
changed at all.” 

At this point, the Davies might have 
given their horse away. Only nobody would 
have taken him. Still, there was a little 
something to like—some class under all 
that sass-and they pressed on. 

Two weeks after the Penn National loss, 
Senior Senator showed up at the Shawan 
Downs steeplechase meet for a training 
flat race. It took 45 minutes to put on 
the bridle. He finished third. Jockey Ross 
Geraghty could barely pull up afterward, 
got off and said something to the effect 
of, “Nice horse, don’t ever call me again.” 
Second in another training flat race (for 
jockey Richie Rohan) to close the season, 
Senior Senator had a reputation and little 
else. 




“People told us to get rid of him, 
that he was going to kill someone,” said 
Joe Davies, who nevertheless sold Senior 
Senator and Touchdowntony to Crawford 
in an inexpensive package deal and kept 
them both to train. They aimed at 2014, 
with high hopes and low expectations. 

The plan with Senior Senator, picked 
out by Blythe because she liked his stride 
on the video replays from Penn National, 
was to do whatever made him happy. He 
stayed outside as much as possible. He 
went for van rides to nowhere (well, some¬ 
times Starbucks). He jumped, anything 
and everything. He went for hacks in the 
woods with the Davies children, Teddy and 
Scarlet, and their ponies. 

“Ashton Willi ams rides him most every 
day at home for us, and if he ever gets 
upset, starts to buck or anything, she’ll just 
turn to the nearest fenceline she sees and 
head at it,” Davies said. “He starts jumping 
and he just calms down.” 


Poretz, then 18 and as raw as the horse, 
rode Senior Senator to a third over hurdles 
at Virginia’s Loudoun Point-to-Point in 
April. They were meant to make their 
National Steeplechase Association debut 
at Fair Hill the next month, but were 
stopped by the rulebook (a jockey with no 
hurdle wins cannot ride a horse which has 
not completed three hurdle races). The 
more experienced Gus Dahl rode Senior 
Senator, and came off after a mistake at the 
fifth fence. On the loose, the horse jumped 
the outside rail while trying to get back to 
the paddock. 

By the summer of his 4-year-old sea¬ 
son, Senior Senator was a failed flat horse 
and a failed hurdler. There aren’t many 
options from there. He spent the summer 
on the farm, trying to learn more les¬ 
sons, taking van rides, riding out with the 
ponies and jumping anything that didn’t 
move-and probably some things that did. 

By fall, though less common than a 
Donald Trump supporter at a Clinton fam-

ily reunion, Senior Senator was a 4-year- 
old timber horse. He and Poretz went to 
Virginia’s Blue Ridge Point-to-Point and 
won in September. The next month, ship¬ 
ping overnight from Maryland to upstate 
New York for the Genesee Valley Hunt 
Races—while wearing the bit and bridle 
headpiece under his halter—they finished 
second. 

In a maiden race at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup in November, Poretz had to 
get a leg up from spectator/trainer Wendy 
Kinnamon after coming off on the way 
to the start. The favor was appreciated as 
Senior Senator won by a length. And the 
rebirth was on its way. 

Last year, Senior Senator finished sec¬ 
ond three times-to timber champion 
Grinding Speed at the Cheshire Point-to- 
Point and in the My Lady’s Manor timber 
stakes, and to Serene Harbor in the Grand 
National timber stakes. 

“We thought about the [Virginia] Gold 
Cup last year, but we just felt like the 
Grand National was a good effort,” said 
Davies. “He has problems with crowds, it’s 
a long ship, the barn area is kind of close 
and crowded and we might just give him 
a bad experience. That’s the last thing we 
want to do.” 

A New Year 

Firmly established as a player atop the 
spring timber division, albeit one with 
some potentially bad habits, Senior Senator 
entered 2016 with options. He went back 
to Cheshire March 27 and this time defeat¬ 
ed Grinding Speed in the open timber. 

“He ran a cracker, but the ground was 
hard and he came out of that with an 
abscess that turned into a quarter crack,” 
said Davies. “There were 10 or 12 days 
there where we were touch and go.” 

Davies credited blacksmith Barry 
Schwartz with some clutch work involving 
a patch and glue-on shoes. 

Davies, who puts the bridle (sans 
reins) on at home before shipping, got 
his horse right in time for the Murray 
Memorial allowance timber at the Grand 
National April 23. Senior Senator bided 
his time for two fences, then took control 
and never let it go—literally—while fight¬ 
ing off Monstaleur and Class Brahms.

Approaching a left turn for the 12th fence, 
Senior Senator lugged right and tossed his 
head-hampering Class Brahms who in 
turn came out into Monstaleur. The latter 
missed the fence entirely and was out of 
the race, while Senior Senator and Class 
Brahms corrected course and got back 
in the race, after losing position. Though 
he couldn’t turn back Senior Senator in 
the stretch, runner-up Leffingwell Lion 
benefited from the bumper-car session 
and ensuing inquiry, foul claims and dis¬ 
qualification. 

Davies still doesn’t agree with the stew¬ 
ards’ decision, and was fined $250 for a 
post-race confrontation with Monstaleur’s 
jockey Forrest Kelly, but it’s another piece 
in the puzzle. 

“He definitely drifted out and bumped 
one, but I don’t think they should have 
been where they were at that point,” said 
Davies. “When they came to him, he 
locked on to the fence that was straight 
ahead (and not part of the course) and 
then when it came time to turn left to go to 
the fence in the race, he was way out there 
to the right.” 

Off that performance, the Hunt Cup 
stewards questioned Davies’ intent on run¬ 
ning a longer, more important race, over 
bigger fences a week later. But Davies 
and his wife liked the idea. He won the 
Hunt Cup three times as a jockey—aboard 
Florida Law in 1998, Swayo in 2000 and 


Make Me a Champ in 2005. She won it 
once-aboard Private Attack in 2011-and 
would probably give it another go without 
too much pause. 

The Hunt Cup, with its space, distance, 
gradual turns and imposing fences, might 
actually help Senior Senator find a comfort 
zone. 

“We were hoping the setting was the 
perfect place for this horse,” he said. “He 
just likes to run and jump. There’s space, 
there’s room, it’s wide open. We believed 
the Hunt Cup would suit his jumping. 
There, maybe they wouldn’t be able to 
come to him. We just felt like that setting, 
if we were right, plays to his strengths. He’s 
got an endless gallop and he can just jump 
out of stride like no horse I’ve ever seen.” 

A Race of Quality and Quantity 

Senior Senator was among 30 early 
nominations for the race, which carried a 
record $100,000 purse, and one of 13 to 
make the program. They included a few 
Hunt Cup stalwarts: Guts For Garters 
(Ire) finished third in 2013, won in 2014 
and was moved up to second in 2015; 
Raven’s Choice was elevated to the victory 
by disqualification in 2015; Imperial Way 
finished a nose behind Guts For Garters in 
2014 and defeated everyone in 2015 only 
to be denied victory by a lost lead pad. 
They were joined by former NS A timber 
champion Foyle, 2011 Hunt Cup runner- 
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The 2016 Hunt Cup jockeys (from left): Mark Beecher, Connor Han kin, Erika Taylor, Sarah Shaffer, Annie Yeager, 
Fritz Boniface, Forrest Kelly, Eric Poretz, McLane Hendriks, Jody Petty, James Slater, Diana Gillam and Alex Leventhal. 


up And the Eagle Flys, 2015 Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup winner Almarmooq, 2015 
Grand National winner Serene Harbor, 
Hunt Cup newcomer Drift Society (Ire) 
plus Catch the Echo, Joshua G., Derwins 
Prospector and Any Key 

Slow to the first fence, the baker’s dozen 
became 12 when Derwins Prospector lost 
Erika Taylor. They all cleared the second 
and third, after which Senior Senator rolled 
to the front-and stayed clear of Derwins 
Prospector’s collision with Joshua G. at 
the fourth. That left 11, and a suddenly 
free-wheeling leader. With big leaps over 
the fifth and sixth, where Any Key went 
down, Senior Senator opened 10 lengths 
and doubled that by the eighth. 

“Going into the fourth, that loose horse 
is Joe and Blythe’s horse and he started to 
follow him,” said Poretz. “I had to tell him 
no. He jumped a couple of the early ones 
straight up in the air. I was holding him 
most of the race, just trying to help him. 
He’s so athletic, his striding was there, his 
breathing was great.” 

He was six seconds in front, literally, 
at the 10th (which claimed And the Eagle 
Flys). More importantly, Senior Senator 
was under control, locked in and using his 
jumping. He jumped a post at the 13th, 
but lost little. Last year’s winner Raven’s 
Choice, second most of the way, clouted 
the 14th and lost precious ground. Guts 
For Garters, who won in 2014, kept pace 
and moved to second at the 15th. 

At the 16th, which stands 4-foot-10 but 
plays even higher, Senior Senator and Guts 
For Garters flew it. Raven’s Choice got 
in too tight and fell, as did Almarmooq. 
Serene Harbor closed in, and Imperial 
Way reached contention for the first time. 


Drift Society kept building on a good race. 
Foyle began to tire. Separated by about 5 
lengths Senior Senator, Serene Harbor and 
Guts For Garters stood back and hurdled 
the 17th. 

The 18th fence claimed Foyle and Catch 
the Echo, leaving just five. Senior Senator 
led over the 20 th and crossed Tuft on 
Avenue in front, but he had company. To 
the inside, Guts For Garters drew even. 
Behind them, Drift Society advanced to 
third as Serene Harbor and Imperial Way 
came under pressure. 

A spry 13, Guts For Garters landed 
running over the second-last, the trappy 
water fence, and set sail. Senior Senator 
wasn’t finished though, and reached even 
terms just before the last-right about the 
same time Drift Society closed with a rush. 
They approached the last on even terms, 
Senior Senator jumped best and landed in 
front. Guts For Garters dug in and went 
up by about a neck, only to be challenged 
again by the winner. 

“He outjumped the other horse at the 
water and landed running,” said Petty. “We 
met it together and I landed in front of 
him. I gave my guy a couple smacks and 
told him we had to go. I wanted him to 
know we were coming down to the last and 
I looked back over and that horse was next 
to me again. I’m not sure how he did it.” 

Poretz knew. 

“Coming into the last, he did something 
he’s never, ever done,” said the jockey, who 
gallops horses for flat trainer Tim Keefe 
at Laurel Park. “We were both riding, Jody 
was a half-length in front and my horse 
bolted forward for the fence, got a good 
jump going home. Jody came back and got 
half-a-head in front again and my horse 


just went on again. He was great. It was the 
most amazing feeling.” 

Davies watched the stretch run with a 
mix of awe and dread. He’d told Poretz 
that if they left the race with a decent plac¬ 
ing and some experience, everyone would 
be happy. Then it looked like he might win, 
then it looked like he might not. 

“When Jody passed him, we were con¬ 
soling ourselves about having a wonderful 
second-place finish,” he said. “But Eric 
totally believes in the horse and was so 
patient. When I was riding races at that age, 
I was taught that you put your head down 
and ride through the last fence. But if you 
let your horse get in a rhythm and let the 
fence come to you, it goes so much better. 
We kept telling Eric that and Eric’s got the 
right mix of something to let that happen. 
He let him jump out of stride, and that 
really helps that horse. 

“It was as thrilling to watch as any time 
I ever rode.” 

Senior Senator prevailed by a half-length 
after 4 miles in 9:11. Guts For Garters 
and jockey Jody Petty setfied for second 
with Drift Society (Connor Hankin) third. 
Serene Harbor was 18 lengths back in 
fourth, just ahead of Imperial Way. 

Though eight horses failed to complete 
the 22-fence course, there were no serious 
injuries to horses or jockeys. 

Connections, Connections 

Poretz didn’t grow up with a Hunt 
Cup jones, and only turned to riding jump 
races on the suggestion of trainer Jason 
Cole while foxhunting one day. Cole, who 
breaks yearlings and dabbles in the timber 
game, saw Poretz ride and started putting 
him on horses. When Cole mentioned rid-

ing a jump race, Poretz had to ask, “What’s 
a jump race?” 

“I was 16 and had no clue,” he said. 
“I’m from Annapolis, not around here. I 
was doing eventing at the time and this 
looked fun compared to that. I came a long 
way with a lot of help from Jason and Joe 
and Blythe and galloping for Tim in the 
morning.” 

Poretz also gained experience through 
the North American Point-to-Point Associ¬ 
ation’s youth program, riding in junior field 
master chases and pony races as early as 
2009. He rode his first point-to-point races 
for Cole in spring 2012, and won his first 
NSA race (an amateur/apprentice timber) 
in 2013. 

Though foaled in Pennsylvania, Senior 
Senator is a Marylander. His breeder 
Charles McGill and wife Mary Welby 
McGill live in Upperco and raised Senior 
Senator on their farm. Charles remem¬ 
bered a handsome, relatively calm yearling. 

“He’s a local boy, just grew up over the 
hill here,” said Charles near the Hunt Cup 
finish line a few minutes after the race. 
“We’ve had a lot worse than him at home 
as yearlings, but he got a lot worse at the 
track. He was a very tall and distinguished 
looking yearling, that’s how I came up with 
the name Senator for him.” 

With the resurgence in the Maryland 
breeding program, McGill (who bred 
and/or owned Maryland Million winners 
Pocket Patch and Cynics Beware among 
others) recently moved mares back to 
his home state. The Hunt Cup winner’s 
dam, $10,000 yearling purchase Queen 
Kennelot, was due to produce a Smarty 
Jones foal at Sabrina Moore’s farm in 
Butler in mid-May. Adding one more layer 


to it all, Moore and Poretz are a couple 
(though McGill didn’t know that until the 
day of the Hunt Cup). 

“It was thrilling,” McGill said of watch¬ 
ing the race unfold. “The Hunt Cup is 
so iconic for anybody growing up in 
Maryland. When the Davies claimed that 
horse, I said to Mary Welby, ‘there’s a Hunt 
Cup possibility there.’ He’s a really out¬ 
standing individual so it’s exciting.” 

Despite decades with horses, owners 
Skip and Vicki Crawford are newcomers 
to the Hunt Cup as well. They campaigned 
1993 novice hurdle champion Motorcade 
with Joe Davies and have long been avid 
foxhunters with the Potomac Hunt. They’d 
gotten away from racing, for the most part, 
but listened when Davies called about get¬ 
ting involved again. The Hunt Cup was 
never really on the agenda, then or now. 

“Hey, not everybody gets a Maryland 
Hunt Cup horse, they don’t just come 
down the road,” Skip said. “To have a 
young horse and a young guy that you’re 
connected to win that race, if you’re not 
excited about that you better just forget it 
and find something else to do. It’s one of 
the best races in the world in one of the 
most scenic places in the world, it’s truly 
special.” 

Davies and Davies have long Hunt Cup 
pedigrees. In addition to his three riding 
wins, he developed 1999 winner (and four- 
time runner-up) Welter Weight. Blythe 
(Miller) Davies rode in the race as a young 
amateur, then won two NSA champion¬ 
ships as a professional. She retired in 2002, 
but returned to win a Hunt Cup aboard 
Private Attack in 2011. Together, they own 
and train out of Dunmore Farm, once 
the home of Sidney Watters, in Monkton, 


Md., and the proving ground of three-time 
Hunt Cup winner Princeton in the early 
1900s. 

Now What? 

At 6, Senior Senator is a puppy by Hunt 
Cup standards and just the second horse 
younger than 10 to win since 2001. 

As a 6-year-old, Jay Trump won his 
first of three Hunt Cups in 1963, then of 
course went on to even greater glory by 
taking the Aintree Grand National. You 
have to go back to 1916 to find another 
6-year-old winner, Burgeois, and beyond 
that the records get sketchy. The 1912 win¬ 
ner, Conbe, is listed as a 5-year-old mare 
while 5-year-old gelding Judge Parker won 
in 1908-though there are numerous years 
where the winner’s age is not recorded. 

Senior Senator will get a break, though 
he’ll be kept in light work. Whether he 
runs again this year depends on the ground 
conditions, but you won’t see him before 
October at Genesee Valley or November 
at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup and then 
another spring campaign aimed squarely at 
the last Saturday in April. 

“He’s super happy here, but we spend a 
lot of time trying to figure out the things 
he likes or reacts to,” said Joe. “We hate to 
dream but if we could get his shipping fig¬ 
ured out, get him calmed down, we’d think 
about taking him to England someday.” 

Regardless, Senior Senator and his peo¬ 
ple are just happy to be together. 

“We are so lucky we found him and he’s 
lucky he found us,” said Joe. “He was at 
Penn National, freaked, with a bad reputa¬ 
tion. Now he lives in a field and is happy. 
We love him.” # 
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Here Comes 



New book revives the magic 
of a racing hero from the 1920s 


B efore Seabiscuit and American Pharoah there was Exterminator, a 
Thoroughbred who won more stakes races than Man o’ War and 
Secretariat combined, and whose success would change the world 
of racing. 

In a new book Here Comes Exterminator!: The Eongshot Horse, the Great War, and the Making 
of an American Hero, the New York Times and Washington Post contributor Eliza McGraw tells 
the story of how this gangling, longshot entry in the 1918 Kentucky Derby became the 
Derby winner and one of the most beloved racehorses of his time. 

But the Derby wasn’t all. Exterminator raced through his 9-year-old season, was a 
multiple champion, won 49 of 99 career starts (plus a timed exhibition) for owner Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer and primary trainer Henry McDaniel, appeared in Vanity Fair magazine 
and even captured the attention of author Ernest Hemingway. The horse nicknamed 
“Old Bones” made numerous starts in the Mid-Adantic, winning at Maryland’s Laurel, 
Pimlico and Havre de Grace tracks. 

This excerpt, Iron Horse, is chapter eight in the book and chronicles a trip from 
Kilmer’s base in Binghamton, N.Y, to Havre de Grace in 1922. 


In the frigid, dim New York January of 
1922, some turf writers took advantage 
of the lull in the eastern racing schedule 
and traveled up to Sun Briar Court. Along 
the straight outdoor track, lined by winter- 
bare trees, the Susquehanna River sparkled 
and glittered. One reporter wandered into 
the warm stables and was surprised when 
he peered over a stall door and found a 
mild-mannered, large-eared animal loafing. 
“Exterminator, seen in his box, is not as 
attractive as when the bugle arouses his 
fighting spirit,” he wrote. The skinny horse 
he regarded bore little resemblance to 
the champion in his imagination, the great 
race-boldened Exterminator who bucked the 
conventional wisdom that a seven-year-old 
racehorse’s career should be on the wane. 

Exterminator proved an unending sur¬ 
prise. And in that cold January, no one knew 
that 1922, which the poet Ezra Pound 
titled Year One of a New Era, would be an 


astonishing time for the country in general. In 
Constellation of Genius: 1922, his book about 
the birth of modernism, Kevin Jackson 
writes that “on all sides, and in every field, 
there was a frenzy of innovation.” The first 
AM radio station was founded, and Louis 
Armstrong moved to Chicago. Albert Ein¬ 
stein won the Nobel Prize in Physics. James 
Joyce published Ulysses, and Alfred Hitchcock 
directed his first feature film. In Extermina¬ 
tor’s own way, he took his place in all this 
novelty. He was now the first American 
racehorse to complete a “double triple,” 
which meant he had won two important 
races—the Saratoga Cup and the Pimlico 
Cup—an unheard-of three times each. He 
was considered the greatest distance runner 
in the country and was poised for greatness 
or cataclysm as he faced his fifth season 
on the track. Exterminator had forged 
his own brand of innovation, flummoxing 
handicappers, racegoers, and turf writers by 


improving with age. Even though he had 
much in common with the star geldings of 
the past, he had far outpaced those old 
heroes. Now, he stood alone. To borrow 
the classical diction of the day, when turf 
writers blamed “old Jupiter Pluvius” for 
a wet track, Exterminator had become 
something of a Janus figure. He looked 
backward, to the surprise Derby win that 
propelled him to fame, but astoundingly for 
a seven-year-old, he was still looking toward 
the future. 

The question now was whether Extermi¬ 
nator would remain a specialty celebrity-best 
gelding, best distance horse—or could he be 
more? What about greatest racehorse? 

He had proved he was anything but 
typical. “A horse as sound and kind as he is is 
capable of almost anything,” wrote O’Neil 
Sevier. And in 1922, sports barriers were 
falling along with other cultural mores. Rid¬ 
ing racers had been men only, but now a “real 
she-flapper,” a bobbed-haired dancer who 
claimed riding would improve her figure, 
exercised horses at Belmont. Stories about 
Exterminator shared sports pages with the 
record breakers Babe Ruth, whose 1921 sea¬ 
son ended in his hitting the most home runs 
in history, and Jack Dempsey, whose Fight of 
the Century with Georges Carpentier yielded 
the first million-dollar boxing gate ever tal¬ 
lied. Was Exterminator the equine Dempsey 
or Ruth? 

Kilmer had his own plan to find out, 
spelled out in dollars rather than fame or 
record books. He wanted Exterminator’s 
winnings, which were $173,000, to pass the 
$200,000 mark, and he had another new 
trainer in place to do it. Willie Knapp had 
quit. 
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Entered because of an injury to his more-heralded stable mate Sun Briar, Exterminator won the Kentucky Derby in 1918. 


No one had to ask anymore why a 
particular trainer left Kilmer. His rages and 
unreasoning tirades were so familiar that you 
had to wonder why anyone would work for 
him. The answer, of course, was stabled in 
his immaculately kept barn. Gene Wayland, 
who succeeded Knapp, was a decent trainer 
in his fifties, and Exterminator was the most 
famous horse he had ever saddled. He was 
humble and delighted with his charge, his 
earnest cheer a good foil for Kilmer’s 
irascibility. He couldn’t say enough good 
things about his new situation. “Extermina¬ 
tor is a wonderful horse,” he said, “and I 
scarcely know how to bestow enough praise 
on the old fellow. He is as frolicsome and 
as jaunty as any youngster.” Wayland par¬ 
ticularly appreciated Exterminator’s unique 
calm; he reminded the trainer of a child’s 
pony, the kind who hunted for sugar in your 
pockets. (McDaniel had carried treats in his 
coat, and Exterminator nosed newcomers 
with hope.) Wayland was entirely “in love” 
with Exterminator “as all his trainers have 


been,” reported the Daily Racing Form. Form 
reporters rarely skipped an opportunity to 
remind their readers just how many trainers 
Kilmer cycled through. Another pointed 
out that “Exterminator is the kind of stout, 
sound, kind and always willing thoroughbred 
that would be formidable in a training tyro’s 
hands.” The idea that even a rookie could 
train Exterminator may have diminished 
Wayland, who had trained a leading filly 
named Careful, but the trainer was so humble 
that he probably would have agreed. He felt 
lucky to train a horse he adored. 

On March 15, Exterminator led a mid¬ 
night procession of seventeen Kilmer horses 
to board a train bound for Maryland’s 
Havre de Grace racetrack. Guests at Bing¬ 
hamton’s Alfred Hotel and hundreds of 
locals lined the streets to watch. If Exter¬ 
minator’s renown was growing in the racing 
world, Binghamtonians already knew him as 
their hero, and Kilmer, with an impresario’s 
sense of production, made even the night his 


racehorses loaded on a train worth staying 
up for. 

Eddie Campbell, Exterminator’s exercise 
rider, led the parade through town to the 
Lackawanna freight station astride a white 
pony. The other horses trailed behind, their 
legs swathed in shipping bandages, metal- 
shod feet sounding a tattoo on the pavement. 
Campbell shuttled the horses up the plank 
to the platform and into their accommoda¬ 
tions—rolled hay and a freshly bedded stall. 
Fourteen Kilmer employees would make the 
trip, including a private farrier. “Binghamton 
is just right. I like it,” jockey Albert Johnson 
graciously told the gathering, as he fussed 
over Exterminator. Finally, the white pony 
was loaded. A kitten, stashed aboard to 
keep Exterminator company on the long 
ride, meowed from inside his stall. Exter¬ 
minator eyed the carrots waiting for him, 
and the train chugged south. 

The attention only ramped up when 
Exterminator arrived at Havre de Grace, 
Maryland, a sleepy town about forty miles

from Baltimore, on the banks of the Sus¬ 
quehanna. Maryland’s Pimlico and Laurel 
tracks primarily drew fans from D.C. and 
Baltimore, but “the Graw,” as northerners 
called the track, often brought spectators 
from Philadelphia, too. An iron grandstand 
seating six thousand overlooked the home¬ 
stretch. 

One of the best sights at Havre de 
Grace was Dr. and Mrs. Tubbs exercis¬ 
ing their horses. Dr. Tubbs was a local 
veterinarian, and his wife was the stable’s 
“exercise boy.” She rode sidesaddle, in a 
full riding habit. She “would be the jockey 
if women were given all the privileges they 
seek,” reported the Morning Telegraph, espe¬ 
cially since she had no trouble controlling 
her “bad acting mare that runs away any 
time they put a boy on his back.” 

The track at Havre de Grace provided 
a perfect gathering place for bootleggers, 
middlemen, and customers. One supplier 
had contraband delivered by air. Prohibition 
agents, learning that a plane regularly hovered 
over the track, believed that the “ether ship” 
had something to do with reports of a man 
entertaining what seemed like far too many 
friends in his two-story house near the track. 
Inside, they found “one hundred pint-botdes 
of gin, two cases of Jack Cranton’s cock¬ 
tails, five quart-bottles of Benedictine cor¬ 


dial, one 10-gallon keg of whiskey and 200 
quarts of whiskey bottled in bond.” 

Other agents, intrigued by the long lines 
at the lunch stand next door, found twelve 
and half jars of corn whiskey in a nearby 
field. 

One day, the same bootlegger was mov¬ 
ing pints when police arrived, but they caught 
only him, because someone had already 
told the Havre de Grace racing crowd 
that “dry” officers were heading that way. 
“An incident on the way up, according 
to John M. Barton, agent, added color to 
the tipping-off suspicion,” reported the 
Baltimore Sun. “Their machine was passed 
near Aberdeen by another containing three 
men. A little farther on the agents’ car was 
stopped by State police, who told them they 
were under arrest for speeding. The three 
men who had passed, the police said, had 
informed on them.” 

There was a Prohibition joke about 
Exterminator: They said the anti-saloon 
leaguers bet against him, because he was 
always “in his cups.” 

Some visitors to Havre de Grace, how¬ 
ever, were actually there to watch racing, 
not buy whiskey. They streamed in to catch 
a glimpse of Exterminator, lining up to look 
in his stall as Wayland stood proudly by. They 
saw more horse than last year. Exterminator 


had put on about a hundred pounds over 
the winter, going from a “lean and hungry- 
looking Cassius” to a more hefty figure. 

Johnson, meanwhile, was trying to 
sweat off his own excess weight before 
the spring campaign. He likely joined other 
jockeys swaddling in wool before running, 
spending hours in saunas, and subsisting 
on lettuce and water. Exterminator was 
readier. The off-season spent in steady 
endurance training had left him fit, with legs 
“like hickory saplings and thews [muscles] as 
tough and supple as tire rubber.” 

Kilmer made an offbeat decision to enter 
Exterminator in the Harford Stakes, the 
first stakes race of the season at Havre 
de Grace. Typically, the race was suited for 
sprinters, not distance runners like Extermi¬ 
nator. 

Henry McDaniel now trained Ross’s 
three-time winner Billy Kelly, and when 
he saw that Exterminator was entered, too, 
McDaniel confessed that he still liked Exter¬ 
minator as much as he did the day he 
bought him. He said he worried his old 
Chang-he still used the stable name he 
had given Exterminator-could beat Billy 
Kelly in the Harford. 

On April 15, the pocked track showed 
remnants of mud from recent rains, but 
skies stayed blue, and flocks of people 
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turned out, clambering off special opening- 
day trains from Washington and Baltimore. 
Ross arrived in a private Pullman car laden 
with his Montreal friends, planning to see 
Billy Kelly seize his fourth Harford. Even 
during Prohibition, the Pullmans offered 
luxury: white-jacketed porters, baize seats, 
lamb chops. Instead of alcoholic cocktails, 
passengers could order from an extensive 
dessert menu. The “Pullman Special Sundae” 
included preserved figs, maraschino cherries, 
chopped nuts, and sweet wafers, and sold 
for 40$ Of course, passengers could always 
add any of their own contraband beverages 
to orangeade (30$, Perrier water (30$, or 
imported ginger ale (45$. 

The fifteen-thousand-person crowd 
proved a litde too big for the Graw; it was 
hard to move around and the betting ring 
was shoulder to shoulder. Bettors man¬ 
aged to stay jovial, but not without plenty of 
shoving. Kilmer was there. Wayland boosted 
Johnson into the saddle and said to let Exter¬ 
minator run his own race. For his part, 
Johnson thought that in a sprint like this, 
if Exterminator finished even close to the 
winner, it would be a “good workout for 
the horse.” 

Most everyone liked Billy Kelly for this 
short six-furlong race, even with Extermina¬ 
tor in the running; the Harford belonged to 
the little speed horse. Also, like Exterminator, 
Billy Kelly was a personable gelding, ewe- 
necked and undersized, and people appreci¬ 
ated his quirks. Fans cheered for both horses 
as they paraded to the post for the race, paus¬ 
ing only for no-name Dextrous, wedged in 
between. The race started clumsily, with the 
horses, staggered, almost taking off in single 
file, raggedly running after each other. John¬ 
son conserved Exterminator’s speed, while 
Billy Kelly pulled ahead of the rest, which 
brought the crowd to its feet to see what 
looked like Billy Kelly making history with 
his fourth win. Then, so deliberately that it 
looked like the horses were slowing down, 
Exterminator’s nose appeared in front of 
Billy Kelly’s. Next came his head, and then 
his shoulders. By the time the two horses 
were before the judges’ stand, Exterminator 
had won. 

Exterminator’s effort so dominated the 
field-and his size so dwarfed Billy Kelly’s — 
that reporters likened him to various natural 
phenomena. He was “a chestnut avalanche” 
to the New York Times's reporter, and a 
“mountain” to Omar Khayyam in the Bal¬ 
timore Sun. Johnson explained how the race 
had felt from the saddle. “Passing the eighth 
pole, I looked up. I quickly saw that Billy 
Kelly had the opposition anchored, but in 
less time than I can tell it I also noted that 


'Bones’ was closing ground on Kelly with 
every jump, and at a rate that would soon 
bring him up to even terms with the Ross 
gelding. No, I didn’t set down to ride. It 
wasn’t necessary. I had an electric dynamo 
under me that was fairly burning up a wet 
track. Had I hit 'Bones’ again we would 
never have made the clubhouse turn. A 
sixteenth out we passed Kelly so fast I could 
smell the hair singeing on his side. Billy Kelly, 
nor any other horse, could have withstood 
that charge of Exterminator. Going by the 
paddock gate I barely recognized Weland 
[sic\ standing alongside the fence. His fea¬ 
tures were spread with a grin, but to me it 
appeared as though he was chuckling into his 
own ear. I reached over, took a good, strong 
hold, deciding to take 'Old Bones’ up. The 
old fellow turned his head ever so slightly, 
but I could see the white in his eye. Any 
one—owner, trainer, rider or horse—who has 
ever looked 'Bones’ in the eye when he had 
his dander up, knows just what to expect. 
I called upon him with both voice and 
strength. It was so much wasted effort. As we 
swung around the clubhouse turn I again 
caught his eye, and if ever a horse grinned 
he did right then, as much as to say, Well, 
young fellow, you’ve had your fun. Guess 
I’ll have mine.’ When I finally slowed him 
down to a canter we had circled the track 
and were well into the main stretch for 
the second time. That is one jockey fee I 
earned. I couldn’t balance a spoon of soup 
for ten days.” 

Exterminator all but winking, Wayland 
grinning, Johnson shaking with excitement 
and sheer exhaustion, and a brilliant vic¬ 
tory. The performance was the exact kind 
of stretch run Exterminator had grown 
famous for, and every patron, even those 
who had wanted Billy Kelly to win, thrilled 
to see him do it. For years, Exterminator 
had been taught to hang on to his speed 
until late in the race, but now he had won a 
sprint against horses trained to unleash their 
power right away. The “ 'lion of the turf,’ 
surprised the spectators at Havre de Grace 
when he was returned winner,” reported 
the Daily Racing Form. “Few believed the 
champion American Cup horse and long¬ 
distance racer would show to advantage at 
such a short distance as that of the Harf¬ 
ord.” But he had. 

“His quality, long accepted,” wrote the 
New York Worlds George Daley, “is now 
raised to the nth power.” w

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High-profile victory 


Racing for Stonestreet, Coolmore Stanford 
gives Pletcher second Charles Town Classic

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T he out-of-towners may have come and conquered the biggest prize 
but all was not lost for several local connections on Charles Town 
Classic day. By day’s end, the West Virginia oval also enjoyed near¬ 
record handle on a 2016 card that didn’t feature the high-profile names of 
. years past. 


Perhaps the biggest name, among the 
equines at least, was Stonestreet Stable, 


Susan Magnier, Michael Tabor and Derrick 
Smith’s Stanford. The 4-year-old Malibu 


Moon colt came in as one of the headliners 
for the $1.25 milli on Charles Town Classic 
Stakes-G2 April 23. The rich feature high¬ 
lighted a 13-race card worth in excess of 
$1.8 million and more than did its job. 

Despite being purchased for $550,000 
as a 2-year-old in 2014 by trainer Todd 
Pletcher, Stanford had frequently disap- 
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Charles Town Classie-G2

pointed in his young career. After run¬ 
ning fifth in the Curlin Stakes last July at 
Saratoga, Stanford was given some time 
off. Pletcher sent the horse to trainer 
Ian Brennan, at Stonestreet Training and 
Rehabilitation Center in Florida. 

Since coming back in February, Stanford 
has looked like a different horse. He just 
missed when second to barnmate Tommy 
Macho in the Fred W Hooper Stakes-G3 at 
Gulfstream Park. Next out, he nearly wired 
the Gulfstream Park Handicap-G2 field, 
only to finish second by a head to another 
Pletcher trainee, Blofeld. 

“So, it looked like Stanford had come 
back in even better form,” Pletcher said. 
“Even though he hadn’t won, he was run¬ 
ning winning races.” 

Following the Gulfstream Park Handi¬ 
cap, Pletcher went looking for a spot. 
North America’s leading earning trainer 
every year since 2010 pegged the Charles 
Town Classic as a target for Stanford. 

“The main thing was, we just felt that 
his style would suit the track very well,” 
Pletcher said. “You know, he’s a medium¬ 
sized horse. He’s well-balanced. We felt 
like you wanted somebody who was handy, 
who could run turns well with tactical 
speed. He kind of checked all of those 
boxes.” 

In a lot of ways, he reminded Pletcher 
of the late Caixa Eletronica, who won the 
2012 Charles Town Classic for owner Mike 
Repole. 

A son of Arromanches, Caixa Eletron¬ 
ica earned $1,863,505 before he died in a 
training accident in early 2014. He had also 


finished fifth in the 2013 Charles Town 
Classic. 

Pletcher took another shot at Charles 
Town’s richest race with Skychai Racing 
and Starlight Racing’s General a Rod last 
year. He also finished fifth. 

Hopeful that Stanford had turned a 
corner in recent months, Pletcher sent the 
colt to West Virginia along with the barn’s 
go-to rider Javier Castellano. 

“I spoke to Javier in the morning, as 
he was on his way to the airport, actually,” 
Pletcher said. “I kind of just discussed 
what we thought would be our race strat¬ 
egy. We felt like we wanted to get away 
from the gate in good order and establish a 
forward position. We didn’t feel like we had 
to be on the lead but if that came about 
the right way we were certainly willing to 
take it.” 

The 10-horse field featured several 
horses known for grit but not necessarily 
for glitz. What seemed apparent before the 
race was that there wouldn’t be much early 
pace. As such, Stanford and Castellano, 
breaking from post seven, were able to 
inherit a spot on the lead just moments 
after the gate opened. 

Going into the first of three turns in 
the 1 Vs-mile Classic, Stanford was in-hand 
on the rail being followed about a length 
behind by Pennsylvania-bred millionaire 
Page McKenney. Visually, they were mov¬ 
ing at a crawl and, even at that early point 
in the race, Pletcher had to pinch himself. 

“Yeah, obviously, I’ve seen enough 
races to know that you can never get too 
excited or too confident but when they 
went to the first turn I thought to myself 


Wow, this could not be working out any 
better.’” 

It only got better from there. Stanford 
continued to set a mostly unpressured 
pace, while clocking in at :24.75, :48.86, 
1:13.75 and 1:38.26. Entering the stretch 
he began to widen, and it became clear that 
the closers had too much work to do. 

Race-favorite Donworth, trained by 
California-based Doug O’Neill for Red- 
dam Racing, rallied mildly to finish third. 
Behind him in fourth was 2014 Charles 
Town Classic winner and 2015 runner-up 
Imperative. 

Page McKenney held on to second, 
beaten 2 lengths by Stanford, who finished 
in 1:50.55. 

“He’s a speed horse and I wanted to 
take advantage of that,” Castellano said. 
“The way the track was playing, it’s speed. 
I saw a couple of races before and the 
horses were holding pretty good. I thought, 
why not take him to the lead and go from 
there.” 

The victory was Stanford’s fourth win 
from 11 starts and his first graded stakes 
score. It sent him to $1,111,800 in career 
earnings. What was most notable was how 
effortlessly Stanford had done it; even 
Pletcher conceded it was likely the easiest 
million-dollar race he’d ever won. 

“I would think it’s certainly way up 
there,” he said. “You can certainly put it 
way up near the top.” 

Castellano also enjoyed the stress- 
free ride aboard Stanford. Earlier in the 
card, the Eclipse Award-winning jockey 
also made easy work of the field in the 
$100,000 Robert Hilton Memorial Stakes.

In that race, Castellano guided Colts Neck 
Stables’ 3-year-old Dig Deep to victory. 

On both of his wins on the card, 
Castellano said he was appreciative and 
enjoyed riding at Charles Town. 

“I don’t take anything for granted,” 
he said. “You have to study. You have to 
do your homework and put everything 
together to have the best result.” 

The drama-free result of the Classic 
didn’t make the victory any less sweet for 
connections who always had high hopes 
for Stanford. As a 2-year-old he won his 
debut at Monmouth Park and immedi¬ 
ately found himself in the Saratoga Special 
Stakes-G2. He finished sixth. 

From there, he was given some time 
off. When he returned in 2015 Stanford 
jumped on the Triple Crown trail. In the 
Islamorada Handicap he spooked while 
on the lead and veered out into stablemate 
Materiality. Stanford finished second, but 
was disqualified and placed sixth. Despite 
the odd incident, faith in Stanford per¬ 
sisted and he was spotted in the Louisiana 
Derby-G2, where he finished second. 

Stanford drew into last year’s Kentucky 
Derby-Gl but Pletcher, citing a bad post 
for the speedy colt, withdrew him from 
the race. Stanford wouldn’t make any of 
the Triple Crown races but did run well 
in his next few starts, which included his 
first stakes score in the Long Branch at 
Monmouth. He finished fifth in the Curlin 
to end his 3-year-old campaign. 


“He clearly didn’t run up to his stan¬ 
dards in the Curlin and we just felt that 
he’d had a pretty lengthy campaign at that 
point,” Pletcher said. “It was smart to give 
him a little break and let him regroup. He 
had no injury, per se.” 

The rest and time spent at Stonestreet 
Ocala with Brennan seem to have done the 
trick for Stanford. From the perspective of 
his pilot, there could be more big things in 
the colt’s future. 

“He might be a late developer,” Castel¬ 
lano said. “Those kinds of horses, every 
single race he’s going to get better and bet¬ 
ter and better.” 

TRIBUTE TO CAIXA 

While winning the Charles Town Classic 
for a second time served as validation for 
Stanford, it also reminded Pletcher of the 
last time he won the race. 

“Caixa Eletronica’s win in the Charles 
Town Classic will certainly always be one 
of my all-time favorites,” he said. 

Earlier in the card was a race named 
after the former Classic winner, the $35,000 
Caixa Eletronica Handicap. Fittingly, it was 
won by a 6-year-old grinder named Judge 
Carr for owner Kenneth Brown and trainer 
Ronney Brown. 

Judge Carr, a Mizzen Mast gelding bred 
in California, was claimed by the Browns 
for $12,500 out of a race at Charles Town 
last October in which he was eased and 
vanned off. Since then, he’s won four of 


five starts and moved his career earnings 
up to $240,786. 

“Oh my gosh, he’s a nice horse,” Ron¬ 
ney Brown said. “We love him. I was just 
waiting for this race.” 

The trainer said he was drawn to the 
horse based on looks and the California 
roots. Brown enjoyed previous success 
with another Cal-bred named Twenty 
Hawks. A son of Unusual Heat, he was 
another bargain purchase for Brown who’d 
turn into a multiple stakes winner and 
$338,446 earner. 

The victory in the Caixa Eletronica 
meant a lot to Brown, especially with 
respect to the horse for which the race was 
named. 

“It’s an honor to win it,” he said. 

RUNC0 RUNS WILD AGAIN 

Jeff Runco, leading Charles Town train¬ 
er for the past nine years, seems to always 
save his best for the track’s biggest days. It 
was more of the same as Runco snagged 
three wins on the card, highlighted by 
scores in the Coin Collector and Confucius 
Say Stakes. 

In the $50,000 Coin Collector, David 
Raim’s undefeated 3-year-old Bullets Fever 
wired an overmatched field to win the 
4 V 2 -furlong stakes by 4 lengths. The son 
of Fiber Sonde out of the Indian Charlie 
mare Ghost Canyon is a full-brother to 
2013 West Virginia Lottery Breeders 
Classic Stakes winner and last year’s West 
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hold together and have a nice 3-year-old 
campaign” 

Runco and his wife Susan, who runs 
the breeding operation at their Coleswood 
Farm, revealed they were equally excited 
about Bullets Fever’s full-sister Wizards 
Fever. The unraced 2-year-old was prep- 
ping for her debut and she’ll have to live 
up to a high bar set by her older brothers. 

“We’ve got some big hopes for her,” 
Runco said. “She’s looking good. She’s a 
filly but she’s the same type, same body 
and it looks like she’s got some talent too, 
hopefully.” 

The Runco’s have two children-both 
boys—including one son in the Navy and 
another who is a professional golfer. For 
that reason, many of their horses have 
been given names with links to the Navy 
and golf, like their 6-year-old gelding In 
the Fairway. 

A six-time stakes winner from 2012 to 
2014, In the Fairway dropped off form last 
year, going winless in 11 starts. The horse 
returned this year with an allowance win at 
Charles Town in February and then pulled 
off a 10-1 upset in the $50,000 Confucius 
Say on the Charles Town Classic under¬ 
card. 

“Our son, the golfer, will be very 
happy,” Susan Runco said. 

In the Fairway is a personal favorite of 
golfer Robbie Runco, 35, who couldn’t be 
at Charles Town for the race. Still, he had to 
like what he was saw when Charles Town 
legends and race favorites Lucy’s Bob Boy 
and Russell Road battled through the early 
part of the race. Tracking them the entire 
time, while saving ground, were In the 
Fairway and jockey Arnaldo Bocachica. 

“They were fighting each other and 
I was behind them with a lot of horse,” 
Bocachica said. “The whole race I felt like 
whenever I got a clear path, I was going to 
pass them. It worked out. When I put him 
in the clear, I knew I got them.” 

The jockey was so pumped up when he 
crossed the wire that he raised his arm in 
celebration. A veteran on the circuit who 
is perennially at the top of the rider stand¬ 
ings, Bocachica indicated his show of emo¬ 
tion had a lot to do with the competition. 

Lucy’s Bob Boy, winner of the 2013 
Confucius Say and a $1,008,591 career 
earner, and Russell Road, a three-time 
Confucius Say winner with $1,964,366 
in earnings, finished third and seventh, 
respectively. 

“That’s why I got excited and, you see, 
I was celebrating,” he said. “I don’t really 
like to celebrate like that but when you beat

Bullets Fever won all three times as a 
2-year-old, capping off his 2015 campaign 
with a neck victory over Aye a Song in 
the Tri-State Futurity. The Coin Collector 
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marked Bullets Fever’s first start in six 
months, and Runco liked what he saw. 

“He’s good. He’s been training great,” 
he said. “He’s actually grown a little bit, 
matured a little bit. So, hopefully, he’ll 
















those horses, you get excited and you get 
happy When I passed those horses, I was 
really excited.” 

SENTIMENTAL SCORES 

Other winners on the day included R C’s 
Daisyduke in the $50,000 Its Binn Too 
Long Stakes. Bred and owned by Robert 
Cole Jr., R C’s Daisyduke was making her 
2016 debut after having a chip removed 
and missing six months. 

She was last seen finishing second in 
last year’s WV Triple Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Classic Stakes. 

“We were coming off a layoff and 
you’re always worried to fit,” Cole said. 
“She did well. I don’t think it was a spec¬ 
tacular effort. We don’t train horses hard 
coming off layoffs. We take it easy on 
them. So, we’ll hope she gets a little better 
in her next few starts.” 

R C’s Daisyduke is a 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Yes It’s True out of the Intensify 
mare Rain Song. She is a full-sister to the 
speedy Jax and Jill, whose four stakes wins 
at Charles Town included the 2013 Its Binn 
Too Long. 

In another race that saw pedigree 
links make for a sentimental outcome, 
Raging Smoke won the $150,000 Sugar 
Maple Stakes presented by CANTER Mid- 
Atlantic for trainer Mike Salvaggio and 
owner Harry Nye at 36-1. 

“This girl has a lot of heart,” Nye said. 
“She never ran 7 furlongs before and I’ve 
got a $100 ticket in my pocket, so I’m 
OK.” 

The winning ticket was good enough 
for $3,790 on top of the $87,300 in purse 
money Nye took home. More valuable 
than the cash even was that Raging Smoke 
was the last foal bred by Nye and his long¬ 
time partner Tom McClay. 

Nye and McClay split amicably after 
many successful years together, which 
included a win in the 2005 Lafayette 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland with Raging 
Smoke’s sire More Smoke. The filly is 
out of Marquee Kelly, who was their first 
stakes winner. 

“It’s terrific,” Nye said. “This is just 
wonderful. This is the last foal. Tom and 
I sold all of our mares. Bernie Houghton 
had the mom, we gave him the mom and I 
said I want the foal, and this is what I got. 
What a horrible thing, huh?” 

CRUNCHING THE NUMBERS 

There were several positive takeaways 
from racing officials at Charles Town on a 
year when the Classic didn’t attract a major 


headliner. Last year, the race brought in 
Eclipse Award winner Shared Belief. In 
three of the four prior years, the race fea¬ 
tured multiple graded stakes winner and 
$6,498,893 earner Game On Dude. 

All-sources handle for the 2016 Charles 
Town Classic card was $4,424,048, the 
second largest figure in the 83-year-history 
of the track, second only to the $4,847,106 
wagered during the 2015 Classic card. 

Track officials also noted that in 2015, 
there were some large show pools (because 
of the big names), which were not a part 
of the equation this year. 

If show pools were not included in total 
handle, wagering totals for this year’s card 


would have been larger than the number 
from last year. 

For the past two years, Charles Town 
has run the Classic as part of an after¬ 
noon card, as opposed to racing at night. 
The move has resulted in the two largest 
crowds the track has ever had for the event. 

“I was very satisfied by both the qual¬ 
ity of the card, the crowd and the wager¬ 
ing,” said Erich Zimny, Charles Town’s 
vice president of racing operations. “The 
handle exceeded my expectations by a 
good amount. It’s a testament to how the 
event itself has grown in stature and how 
good the card was that our racing secre¬ 
tary Charlie McIntosh and his team put 
together from top to bottom.” ^

A P Majetstic becomes stakes winner 
by DQ after crossing finish line second

L ife in racing has brought with it one 
surprise after another for Harry Nye. 
To begin with, he never even planned 
on getting into racing; he just stumbled 
into ownership when he was approached 
in 1999 about claiming a horse for $25,000. 
That’s all that Nye-a cheerfully magnetic 
man who speaks with the comedic tone of 


Rodney Dangerfield and the humility of 
Derek Jeter—will say about it. 

Through the years, all the surprises and 
all the drama, Nye might seem like the kind 
of guy who would never say never about 
anything in racing. But in early April, Nye 
said no, nay, never—it just wasn’t going to 
happen-his filly A P Majetstic couldn’t 


possibly win the $100,000 Weber City Miss 
Stakes at Laurel Park. 

“I didn’t think our horse had a chance, 
to be honest with you,” Nye said, belting 
out a laugh. 

Nye was serious. The day before the 
race he met with his two ownership part¬ 
ners in Triple Threat LLC. They collective¬ 
ly agreed not to travel from Pennsylvania 
(where their stable is based) to Maryland 
April 9 for the race. 

On paper, Nye’s skepticism seemed 
justified. A Pennsylvania-bred homebred 
daughter of Majestic Warrior, A P Majet¬ 
stic hadn’t crossed the wire first in six 
career races. Were it not for a disqualifica¬ 
tion that moved her to first in her debut 
last September, she would have been win¬ 
less altogether. 

Trainer Mike Trombetta even conceded 
that he only entered A P Majetstic because 
he couldn’t find a first-level allowance for 
her at Laurel going long. When Trombetta 
saw entries for the Weber City Miss and 
the field came up thin, he decided to take 
his chances. 

The stiffest competition in the six- 
horse field was another Trombetta trainee, 
In the Navy Now, the 6-5 favorite for R. 
Larry Johnson and R. D. M. Racing Stable. 

Alto Racing’s Alto Belle set a slow early 
pace, clicking off splits of :25.03, :49.35 
and 1:14.67 through the opening three- 
quarters. Turning for home, Alto Belle 
tired and In the Navy Now shot through 
a gap on the rail. Under Jevian Toledo, In 
the Navy Now looked like she was about 
to draw off until she started drifting out. 
Toledo hit her left-handed but she contin¬ 
ued to drift, ultimately into the path of A 
P Majetstic. 

Victor Carrasco, aboard A P Majetstic, 
gathered his filly up in the last 20 yards 
to avoid contact with In the Navy Now. 
Although In the Navy Now had crossed the 
wire a length in front of A P Majetstic, the 
result of the race was far from a done deal. 

The stewards took a closer look as Nye, 
who had been watching from home, grabbed 
the phone and called one of his partners. 

“I thought, Jeez, I wonder if they’re 
going to take that horse down,’” Nye said. 
“Next thing I heard, [my partner] got very 
excited and he said, ‘hey, they took the 
horse down and we won.’” 

Realizing his filly had just been moved 
up to first, earning $60,000 rather than the 
$20,000 awarded for second, Nye was elated. 

Meanwhile, back at Laurel, Trombetta 
was dealing with an unusual situation. He 
had been simultaneously disqualified from

first with In the Navy Now and moved up 
to first with A P Majetstic. 

“I’m grateful that I was one-two in the 
race but it did make it a little awkward, 
to say the least.” Trombetta said. “I think 
it could of went either way [In the Navy 
Now] was definitely getting hit left-handed 
and she kind of changed direction a little 
bit. And then [Toledo] went back and hit 
her a couple of more times and then she 
came over even more.” 

Nye thought the disqualification was 
justified. That’s not to say that he wasn’t 
still shocked by the end result. 

“We all really felt that because, I mean, 
[A P Majetstic] hasn’t shown a lot,” Nye 
said. “She’s won twice and still has never 
crossed the finish line first. It can’t get any 
better than this, right?” 

The win with A P Majetstic brought 
with it emotions and memories of horses 
who had elevated Nye to highs he’d never 
expected to reach when he unexpectedly 
stumbled into horse ownership 17 years ago. 

Nye, 70, owns a heating and air condi¬ 
tioning company in Hershey, Pa. For much 
of his time in racing, he raced horses with 
longtime partner Tom McClay. Together, 
they campaigned 2005 Lafayette Stakes-G3 
winner More Smoke, multiple stakes win¬ 
ners Procreate and Control System and 
2011 Preakness Stakes-Gl runner Norman 
Asbjornson. 

Nye has also bred many of his run¬ 
ners, including A P Majetstic, who is out 
of the Golden Missile mare Annette’s Jet. 
The mare is also the dam of A Lil More 
A J, a 5-year-old gelding by More Smoke 
and a staple on the Penn National circuit 
with $150,267 in earnings from 33 starts 
through May 3. 

In an almost Dangerfield-like way, A 
P Majetstic was the one Annette’s Jet foal 
for which expectations never seemed to be 
quite high—and, for the most part, the filly 
has lived down to the low bar. But with 
her second win via disqualification, A P 
Majetstic bumped her career earnings to 
$105,312 from just seven starts. 

“Apparently, Majestic Warrior really 
nicks good with Annette’s Jet. We gave 
it a chance,” Nye said. “We’re not the 
Meyerhoffs or anything like that but I can 
name six or seven horses that I’ve been 
lucky enough to be involved with that have 
won stakes races. . . You know, people have 
been in this business for years and don’t get 
as far. I’ve been lucky.” 

A P Majetstic’s win in the Weber City 
Miss was the first stakes score for the 
ownership team of Triple Threat Racing. 


Two weeks later, Nye pulled off another 
upset score at Charles Town. He won the 
$150,000 Sugar Maple Stakes at 35-1 with 
Raging Smoke, the last foal bred by Nye 
and his old partner Tom McClay. 

Nye was on hand to watch that victory. 

“I’ve been very, very blessed,” he said. 
“I’m 70.1 know that doesn’t sound old but 
it is when you’re there. I thought I’d be out 
of horse racing by now. I really did. But I 
still enjoy it.” 

The way things are going, it would be 
hard for Nye to not be having fun. 

ANOTHER DQ IN TESIO 

Jevian Toledo thought the horse under 
him was going to win by 10. The Federico 
Tesio Stakes just seemed like that kind of 
race. But then things unraveled and an 
unexpected stretch battle ensued. It was 
followed by a photo finish and a call by the 
stewards that, all sides would essentially 
concede, could’ve gone either way. 

Toledo had been cruising aboard 
Colts Neck Stables’ short-priced favor¬ 
ite Awesome Speed. A winner of the 
James F. Lewis III Stakes last November at 
Laurel and the Mucho Macho Man Stakes 
in January at Gulfstream Park, Awesome 
Speed enjoyed a soft and loose lead from 
the break in the Tesio. As the 3-year-old 
son of Awesome Again turned for home, 


it seemed like the only uncertainty would 
be his precise margin of victory. 

Inside the final quarter, Governor 
Malibu, ridden by Horacio Karamanos, 
continued a sustained bid but it appeared 
belated. He gained gradually and then 
Karamanos went to a right handed-whip 
on the New York-bred son of Malibu 
Moon. The colt responded. He cut into 
Awesome Speed’s lead but he also shifted 
in toward his rival. Governor Malibu even¬ 
tually made contact with his Awesome 
Speed, before ultimately getting his nose 
down first at the wire. 

Governor Malibu, owned by Jump 
Sucker Stable and Oak Bluff Stables, had 
won, or so it initially appeared. As the 
inquiry sign went up, Jorge Duarte, assis¬ 
tant to Awesome Speed’s trainer Alan 
Goldberg, had several thoughts on his 
mind. 

“Honestly,” Duarte said, “I did see 
Jevian hitting Awesome Speed left-handed. 
So, my question was, was Jevian com¬ 
ing out into [Governor Malibu] just to 
try to defend himself a little bit or did 
Karamanos come in enough paths to make 
contact and make us switch leads?” 

Meanwhile, Toledo made his case to the 
stewards. 

“His horse didn’t want to pass me,” he 
argued. “[Karamanos] came riding, riding 
and I was on the front and he never passed 
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me. As soon as he came and bumped me, my 
horse switched to the left lead and lost his 
intention and he beat me. If he didn’t bump 
me, I don’t think he was going to beat me.” 

The case was compelling and the video 
replay backed up Toledo. After a mostly 
uneventful initial three-quarters of the 
race, the final quarter and ten minutes that 
followed provided plenty of drama. It was 
as much action as one could’ve hoped for 
from a field of just six horses vying for 
the Tesio. 

Christophe Clement, trainer of Gover¬ 
nor Malibu, was disappointed but not criti¬ 
cal of the decision to disqualify his horse. 

“I thought he ran a really good race,” 
Clement said. “It was a very game, genuine 
kind of a race and I thought he looked 
great. I did see that we got into trouble 
the last 50 yards. I was hoping it was not 
enough to lose the race. Unfortunately, the 
stewards thought differently, so we lost the 
race. But I was absolutely thrilled. I was 
very proud of the horse.” 

Even in defeat, Governor Malibu had 
shown Clement that he was more than 
capable at 9 furlongs and the New York- 
based conditioner said he hoped to point 
to other two-turn stakes down the road. 

The outlook for the victor of the Tesio 
seemed somehow murkier. A $335,000 
purchase at last year’s Fasig-Tipton Florida 
sale of selected 2-year-olds in training, 
Awesome Speed has yet to answer ques¬ 
tions about his ability to go long in spite 
of the Tesio. 


Awesome Speed’s connections began 
having doubts after the horse was beaten 
by 13 lengths in the Fountain of Youth 
Stakes-G2 in February. On the weekend 
of the Tesio, Awesome Speed was cross- 
entered in the Bay Shore Stakes-G3 at 
Aqueduct, going 7 furlongs. 

Ultimately, he went in the Tesio, in 
the hopes that it would answer all ques¬ 
tions about his ability to stay at a mile 
and an eighth. Awesome Speed didn’t 
exactly inspire added confidence when 
he relinquished a lead that he had secured 
relatively easily. 

“The effort was good. Was it great? 
Maybe not,” Duarte said. “He’s going to be 
home finally. He does much better up here 
at the farm. He should move forward.” 

After spending the winter in Florida, 
Awesome Speed’s home for the summer 
will be at the stable’s training center and 
farm in Colts Neck, N.J. Owned and oper¬ 
ated by Richard Santulli, the facility fea¬ 
tures a 1-mile dirt track and a 7-furlong 
turf course. 

Santulli bred 2013 Preakness Stakes-Gl 
winner Oxbow. Now, Colts Neck has an 
opportunity to run in Maryland’s biggest 
race. As the winner of the Tesio, which 
carried a “Win and You’re In” bonus, 
Awesome Speed earned an instant and 
cost-free entry into the Preakness. 

For Toledo, just 21 years old and 
Laurel’s leading rider in the fall, the victory 
in the Tesio and the thought of potentially 
riding in the Preakness was the ultimate 
rush. 


“That’s like a dream come true to ride 
with the best 3-year-olds in the country right 
now, the best riders, and one of the races for 
the Triple Crown,” Toledo said. “You don’t 
get those chances every single day.” 

IMMEDIATE RESULTS 
FOR DICKINSON IN RETURN 

Leave it to Michael Dickinson. After 
an eight-year retirement from training, he 
returned in early April to win his first race 
back—and he wasn’t happy about it either. 

Dickinson, 66, stepped away from 
everyday training in 2007 to focus on his 
Tapeta Footings company. While it grew 
and expanded globally, he was researching 
other industries and hiring consultants to 
explore new ways to train horses. 

Over the past three years, Dickinson 
tested out about 20 ideas, of which a few 
he admits were “wacko,” and began imple¬ 
menting what remained at his 250-acre 
Tapeta Farm in Cecil County, Md. 

“We tested them and, as you would 
expect, most failed,” he said. “But we 
came up with a few which we knew would 
help us win more races. We have installed 
new equipment and made alterations and 
improvements to existing facilities.” 

There are 40 stalls at Dickinson’s farm 
and one has been occupied by 4-year- 
old Augustin Stable filly Tide Is High. 
Previously trained by Jonathan Sheppard, 
the daughter of Broken Vow had been 
away from the races since last September 
when she finished second in a Presque Isle 
Downs allowance. 

Tide Is High returned April 2 in an 
allowance going lVu miles on the turf at 
Laurel, marking Dickinson’s official return 
to training. The filly broke on top and led 
all the way, cruising to a 2-length victory 
under Trevor McCarthy. 

Yet, Dickinson, known as a perfection¬ 
ist in every venture he’s ever taken part, 
came away from the experience unsatisfied. 

“Towards the end of last season Tide 
Is High became nervous and tried to run 
off,” he said. “I thought we had settled her 
down, but unfortunately she had a melt¬ 
down in the paddock at Laurel. So, I was 
obviously wrong. I was hoping she would 
win by 10. As it was, she only made it by 2.” 

A number of owners have already sent 
horses to Dickinson, including Marlene 
Brody at Gallagher’s Stud, Joanne Dew 
and Shel Evans, Gary Knapp at Monticule 
Farm, Jan Naify of Ran-Jan Racing, 
Augustin Stable and Matt Schera. 

Dickinson said he hoped to have 30 
horses at the farm by mid-summer. 0

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Doubling Up 

Kreiser in good spot for training title 
defense after early April allowance sweep

I t was a Tim Kreiser exacta in a $31,626 
allowance the night of April 8 as last 
year’s leading conditioner saddled winner 
Stitcher to prevail by the slimmest of mar¬ 
gins over stablemate Powerful Sun. 

Stitcher’s victory under Angel Rodriguez 
was his fourth from five starts in 2016. The 
Texas-bred 5-year-old Supreme Cat geld¬ 
ing was claimed by Kreiser and owner 
Todd McCarty for $12,500 last October 
at Penn National. In his first start for 
Kreiser, Stitcher was involved in a chain 
reaction at the eighth pole Oct. 30 at Penn 
National. The race leader, Cat Nip Ally, 
fell in midstretch and then collided with 
Stitcher; he lost jockey William Otero but 
was unharmed, as was Cat Nip Ally. 

Kreiser wheeled Stitcher back Dec. 2 
after that mishap, and he responded with 
a second against slightly tougher claiming 
company. Shipped to Laurel Park for a 
starter allowance, Stitcher blew away seven 
rivals. Stitcher then reeled off two more 
wins at Penn National before finishing 
fourth March 26 at Laurel. 

Stitcher earned $69,900 through May 4 
for McCarty, and to that point won six of 
26 career starts and $133,437. He began 
his career at Fair Meadows in Tulsa, Okla., 
eventually breaking his maiden at Retama 
Park before being sold privately and then 
finding himself at Parx Racing in October 
2014 in the barn of Keith Nations. 

Kreiser established a commanding lead 
in the Penn National trainer standings 
through May 3 with 48 victories, 26 more 
than Brandon Kulp and Paulina Synnefia. 
Kreiser won the Penn training crown last 
year with 94 victories, 41 more than Bernie 
Houghton. 

■ Trainer Todd Beattie is known for his 
expertise with young horses and also for 
his ability to get horses of any age ready to 
run in their debut. That talent was on dis¬ 
play April 22 when Beattie unveiled DASL 


Stable’s Colonel Sharp to win a maiden 
special weight at first asking. 

Hammered down to 1-5, the 3-year-old 
Colonel John gelding ran to his backing. 
He gave his supporters a few anxious 
moments when he was reluctant to load 
and bumped with a rival shortly after 
the start. Colonel Sharp quickly recov¬ 
ered, zipped away from his five rivals and 
opened up a 6-length lead through the first 
half-mile of the 6-furlong race. Ro llin g into 
the stretch under William Otero, Colonel 
Sharp increased his advantage to 10, and 
then flew under the wire 13 lengths clear 
in 1:10.93. 

Colonel Sharp was sold at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale for $11,000 to 
Harry Weisleder. He’s out of the Cherokee 
Run mare Extra Sharp, bred and raced by 
Darley and a winner of two of seven starts. 
She is out of the brilliant multiple Grade 1 
winner and $2,032,575-earner Sharp Cat. 
Colonel Sharp’s third dam, In Neon, is also 
the dam of Grade/Group 1 winner and 
$1,876,876-earner Royal Anthem and was 
named Broodmare of the Year in 1998. 

■ The Elkstone Group’s Mongolian King 
has handled the step up into allowance 
company with aplomb since breaking his 
maiden in early February at Laurel. 

Entered into a 1-mile allowance March 
12 at Penn National, Mongolian King 
engaged in a fierce stretch duel in which 
bumps were exchanged with rival M J’s 
Warrior, and narrowly missed winning by 
a head. Surfacing nearly a month later 
back in Grantville in a similar allowance 
but at the increased distance of 1 mile and 
70 yards, Mongolian King made amends 
for that narrow loss with a resounding 
6-length victory over seven rivals. 

Mongolian King was bred in Kentucky 
by Mongolian Stable, the group that owns 
2015 Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-Gl win¬ 
ner Mongolian Saturday. While Mongolian 
Stable began buying yearlings several years 


ago, it now concentrates on breeding, and 
Mongolian King is a product of that aspect 
of its business. The Munnings colt’s dam, 
Bridled (by Unbridled), was a $585,000 
RNA as a yearling and made one start, an 
off-the-board finish at Churchill Downs, 
for John Servis and owner Rick Porter’s 
Fox Hill Farms. She is the dam of three 
winners from four starters, the richest 
Mongolian King with earnings of $73,660. 

■ Gary and Mary West’s Police Escort 
found the winner’s circle April 16 after 
moderate success on the West Coast. In 
his first start at Penn National, the son of 
Distorted Humor out of Grade 1 winner 
Cotton Blossom romped by 3/4 lengths 
in a state-bred maiden special weight at 6 
furlongs for trainer Jason Servis. 

Dispatched as the heavy favorite based 
on his California form when trained by 
Bob Baffert, the Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old ridgling speed-popped the field right 
out of the gate, quickly opened up a 
4-length lead and cruised home much the 
best. 

Police Escort was bred by Betty Moran’s 
Brushwood Stable, which purchased 
Cotton Blossom for $2.3 milli on at the 
2009 Keeneland November breeding stock 
sale in foal to Street Cry (Ire). Police Escort 
was sold by Brushwood for $150,000 at the 
2014 Keeneland September yearling sale. 

Cotton Blossom’s half-brother, Misbah, 
stands in Pennsylvania at Judith Barrett’s

Turbulent Times 

Virus, talk of racetrack sale or lease 
overshadow on-track action in April

A pril was tumultuous for Parx Racing, 
to say the least. An extended quaran¬ 
tine and four horse deaths due to the 
equine neurologic herpesvirus-1 (EHV-1), 
plus the possibility of a sale or lease of the 
racetrack by owners Greenwood Gaming 
and Entertainment dominated the headlines. 

Beginning April 1, the Parx backstretch 
was placed under quarantine, with horses 
stabled on the grounds prevented from 
shipping to other racetracks, after No 
Quid Pro Quo, who won a $25,000 maid¬ 
en claiming race for trainer Michael Aro 
March 20, tested positive for EHV-1. The 
extremely contagious virus can cause a 
variety of ailments, including rhinopneu- 
monitis (a respiratory disease usually found 
in young horses), abortion in broodmares 
and myeloencephalopathy (a degenerative 
disease affecting the brain and the spinal 
cord) and is often fatal. No Quid Pro 
Quo later died at the Mid-Atlantic Equine 
Center in Ringoes, N.J. Three addition¬ 
al horses were euthanized in mid-April 
because of the severity of their infections. 

Aro had been domiciled in the same 
barn as trainer Ron Dandy, and the track 
mandated that none of their horses were 
allowed to train. A second barn, housing 
horses trained by Butch Reid and Keith 
Nations, was also affected. 

The Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture stepped in because of the 
extensive outbreak and put new protocols 
into place, and the track constructed an 
isolation area on the backstretch where 
horses that tested positive for the virus 
were relocated. The isolation area was con¬ 
structed of temporary stalls under a tent. 
During the quarantine, scheduled to last 
until mid-May, racing continued at Parx, 
albeit with short fields due to the limited 
availability of horses. 

While the EHV-1 outbreak raged, what 
had been rumored for weeks came to frui¬ 
tion with the acknowledgement by lead¬ 
ers of the Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 


Horsemen’s Association, which represents 
owners and trainers, that the live rac¬ 
ing portion of Greenwood Gaming and 
Entertainment’s operations in Bensalem 
might be up for bid. 

The Pennsylvania THA expressed 
interest in running the venue, while The 
Stronach Group was expected to be the 
lead suitor, adding to its large stable of 
racetracks and creating a potential cir¬ 
cuit in the region. Stronach representatives 
did not confirm nor deny the company’s 
interest in Parx, but were on the grounds 
during meetings in March and April with 
Greenwood officials. 

H Barbara Hopkins’ Trouble Kid, who rose 
from the maiden-claiming ranks to graded 
stakes winner in the span of a few weeks, 
was honored as horse of the year, top 
3-year-old colt or gelding and outstanding 
claim for 2015 by the Pennsylvania THA 
March 31. Ramon Preciado, the track’s top 
trainer with 148 wins last season, trained 
the son of Harlan’s Holiday. Hopkins was 
lauded as top owner. Fresh off his appear¬ 
ance at the awards ceremony, Preciado 
came under fire in April for multiple clen- 
buterol positive tests and then appealed a 
lengthy suspension and fine issued by the 
Pennsylvania State Racing Commission. 

Other winners included Michael Ritvo, 
top apprentice jockey; Frankie Pennington, 
who captured his second consecutive riding 
title, and a pair of 2-year-olds trained by 
John Servis-JRita Young Thoroughbreds’ 
Bird of Trey (colt or gelding) and Cash Is 
King Stable’s Cathryn Sophia (filly). 

Also, Dun Roamin Farms’ and Rose- 
more Farms’ Discreet Senorita was hon¬ 
ored as top 3-year-old filly; M-Z Racing 
Partnership’s Uncle Dave (older horse) 
and Miguel Vera’s Ticfaw (claiming horse 
of the year). 

■ Former Pennsylvania stallion Smarty 
Jones, now at Calumet Farm in Kentucky, 


was represented by maiden winner Hearty 
Jones April 4. 

Trained by John Servis, who condi¬ 
tioned Smarty Jones, and owned and bred 
in Pennsylvania by the Main Line Racing 
Stable, 3-year-old Hearty Jones overcame a 

2- length deficit in midstretch to drive past 
She’s Chubs and win by a length. 

Philly Gal, the dam of Hearty Jones, 
was also owned by Main Line and condi¬ 
tioned by Servis. Bred by Mike Pegram, the 
stakes-placed daughter of Doneraile Court 
won four of 18 starts and $157,095. 

As a broodmare, Philly Gal has pro¬ 
duced six-time winner One Smart Filly, 
a full-sister to Hearty Jones who earned 
$323,490, as well as Medallicious, a four- 
time winner and earner of $112,651. 

■ Anthony Bardaro and Joe Pierce Jr. 
are two “elder statesman” of the New 
Jersey training scene. Bardaro, 93, spent 
many years as the private conditioner for 
the Connelly family’s Bright View Farm; 
Pierce, who also trained for Bright View, 
continues to keep a hand in the business 
despite being 88 years old. Last year, Pierce 
saddled 31 horses, winning twice and plac¬ 
ing 11 times, earning $139,229. 

Together, Bardaro and Pierce teamed 
up to breed the Notebook mare Mutual 
Fund to Honour and Glory. In 2011, 
Mutual Fund foaled a colt at Bright View 
subsequently named Gadget Man, after 
Pierce’s affinity for technology. 

Now 5, Gadget Man has won four 
times in his 26-start career and placed 
twice in the Charles Hesse III Handicap at 
Monmouth Park. His most recent victory 
came April 18 at Parx, in which he came 
from just off the pace in a $57,160 allow¬ 
ance at 1 mile to win by AVi lengths. 

Gadget Man was trained by Pierce early 
in his career and Patricia Farro now trains 
him. Bardaro and Pierce co-own the gelding. 

■ Robert Roffey Jr.’s homebred Graves 
Island kept his 2016 record perfect at two 
starts, two wins when he captured a $64,240 
allowance going 6 furlongs April 17. The 

3- year-old Pennsylvania-bred gelding by 
Petionville caught Rockin Cowboy in deep 
stretch to win by a nose in 1:10.74 under 
C.C. Lopez for trainer Marya Montoya. 

Graves Island concluded his 2-year-old 
season with an off-the-board finish in the 
Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes Dec. 5 at 
Parx. He made his sophomore debut Jan. 
9 at Penn National, winning an allowance 
before his April 17 victory. %

Raven’s Choice streaks to victory 
in historic Grand National timber

A pril means Maryland Hunt Cup time in the horse country of 
Baltimore County, thanks to a past that dates to 1894, previ¬ 
ous winners among the greats of American jump racing and 
a tradition like no other. 

But the kid brother over the hill isn’t so bad either. 

Run for the 114th time, the Grand National timber stakes car¬ 
ries loads of history, a $30,000 purse and a fast, demanding course 
which tests horses for speed, stamina and jumping ability while 
providing the ideal prep for the Hunt Cup a week later. The 2016 
version was no different, and lured seven starters including 2015 
Hunt Cup combatants Raven’s Choice and Imperial Way and past 
Grand National winners Serene Harbor, Spencer Road and And 
the Eagle Flys. 

A Grand National win was there for one of them and, while it’s 
not the Hunt Cup, the race matters. 

“Let’s worry about next week next week,” trainer Todd Wyatt 
told jockey Mark Beecher about Raven’s Choice. “You have a 
chance to win a Grand National, you go for it.” 

Raven’s Choice won the 2015 Hunt Cup by disqualification 
(when half-length winner Imperial Way lost his lead pad) after 
finishing third in the Grand National. No longer an upstart, he 
came into 2016 as the division’s major player, and ran like it-fir¬ 
ing away from the others with five fences to go and winning by 
3 lengths over And the Eagle Flys with Serene Harbor third. All 
seven finished a race that started slowly and finished fast (officially 
6:13 for 3% miles). 

The winner improved to 4-for-7 over timber (to go with single 
wins on the flat and over hurdles) for owner Ann Jackson. Her 
late husband Cary bred the 9-year-old in Maryland—mating Dance 
With Ravens with the Regal Intention mare Millashand—and get¬ 
ting a versatile dark bay whose career earnings stood at $139,327 
after the stakes win. 

And the Eagle Flys set the mild early tempo, followed by 
Raven’s Choice, Spencer Road, Derwins Prospector, Imperial Way, 
Serene Harbor and Joshua G. They cantered early, stepped it up 
to a gallop (barely) after six fences and were still in formation at 
the 12th, where Spencer Road pressed the leader. Third there, 
Raven’s Choice landed with momentum and drafted inside around 
the turn and to the 13th. He came up into Beecher’s hands with 
a nice jump there, and went to And the Eagle Flys a few strides 
after landing. Raven’s Choice cut the corner with a slight lead and 


stepped into the 14th with power and pricked ears. He landed 
running, and ended the race. And the Eagle Flys couldn’t keep up, 
the others instantly began to labor. 

“Mark’s biggest strength is he’s not afraid to make decisive, 
game-winning decisions,” Wyatt said. “He threw the hammer 
down and was like, £ If you want to beat me you better come with 
me.’ That takes the heart out of other horses.” 

Beecher called the move aggressive, but also said he didn’t have 
much choice. 

“It was a bit slower than I’d want to be going [early], but I know 
I’m not going to pick it up two out and quicken so I quickened five 
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out. I knew I could use his jumping and he 
did it well. He pulled the run out of the 
others. There’s no doubt he has class. To 
win over hurdles at the Gold Cup [2011] 
and win on the flat [2010 at Belmont Park] 
you have to, and he’s got the good jump¬ 
ing too.” 

Raven’s Choice gave up some of his 
big lead late, but saw it out to collect the 
$18,000 winner’s share. Wyatt loved watch¬ 
ing his horse’s jumping performance. 


£ Tt’s fun to watch him jump around 
there like that,” said the trainer. “He has a 
lot of impulsion and he’s better when he 
can see them coming up in front of him. 
When you’re turning and taking new lines 
to fences like you are here, it’s different.”

with the region. Winning is a relatively new 
thing for the 13-year-old, however, who 
collected his second consecutive win—after 
22 losses—in the $20,000 allowance timber. 

Owned, trained and bred in Pennsyl¬ 
vania by Elizabeth “Wis” Cousins, Leffing¬ 
well Lion crossed the finish line second 
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Senator last, moving Leffingwell Lion up a 
spot to the win and handing the placings to 
Our Town and Great Halo. Stewards fined 
Senior Senator’s trainer Joe Davies $250 
for “misconduct toward another licensee 
on the race grounds on race day” for con¬ 
fronting Kelly about the foul claim. 

Leffingwell Lion didn’t mind any of 
the chaos. He responded to the challenge 
in the stretch, and stayed on for second 
though Slater knew the situation. 

“I thought he was going to lose the race 
in the stewards’ stand,” Slater said. “My 
guy was trying his damndest, the only thing 
I was doing was saying, Lome here for the 
fences.’ He’s a really game horse. I wasn’t 
that hard on him in the stretch because 
I knew what had happened. We had one 
sticky fence, the first, and he was great 
once the pace picked up and we got rolling 
along. He’s a pretty crafty jumper.” 

Korrell and her husband Brian have 
done everything you could do with the 
horse. 

“We bred him, raised him, broke him, 
ran him on the flat, did everything with 
him,” said Brian. “He’s never been off 
the farm except for a few months at Fair 
Hill and I was there with him. It’s nerve- 
wracking [to watch him race] because we 
love him so much but it’s fun when he 
runs like that.” 

Leffingwell Lion has battled foot issues 
for most of his career, but Korrell paid 
credit to the work of blacksmith Justin 
Quaintance. 

“We started putting heart bar shoes on 
him so he could grow his heels down and 
he runs in a racing plate with a frog pad so 
he stays off his heels,” said Korrell. “It’s 
made a big difference. He was jumping 


great and I was a little concerned because 
he’s never jumped fences this big before.” 

The winner prepped at Brandywine 
Point-to-Point, but parted company with 
the Korrells’ daughter Virginia early. A 
2-mile flat prep at the Fair Hill Point-to- 
Point sent the son of Lion Hearted and 
1980s hurdle winner Spruce Head to the 
Grand National. 

In her early days, Spruce Head raced 
for her breeder Arthur Choate Jr. and 
Hall of Fame trainer Burley Cocks. She 
produced nine named foals-born in three 
decades — and among them are Eliot Porter 
(who won over timber, with Brian aboard, 
in 1994), flat winner Fogliano and stakes- 
placed flat winner Snars Good Fortune 
(the dam of timber stakes winner Spencer 
Road). 

Leffingwell Lion lost eight flat races 
and another five over hurdles before 
switching to timber and losing nine in a 
row. He broke through in a maiden timber 
last fall, more than nine years after making 
his racing debut. Korrell again credited the 
shoe changes with the recent good form 
“He’s sort of become a new horse,” 
said Korrell. “His stride has changed, he’s 
happier, he doesn’t get as nervous before 
his races and, knock on wood, we’ll keep 
that going. My blacksmith is not going 
anywhere, I’ll tell you that.”

behind Senior Senator who had interfered 
with two horses at the 12th fence and 
was disqualified after an inquiry and mul¬ 
tiple claims of foul. The race, called the 
Benjamin H. Murray Memorial, started 
out even slower than the Grand National 
but found some pace when Senior Senator 
took his customary spot on the front end 
after two fences. He yielded the front brief¬ 
ly to Monstaleur at the 11th. On the long 
run to the 12th, Senior Senator regained 
the advantage just ahead of and to the 
inside of Monstaleur and Class Brahms. 
Behind them, James Slater saved ground 
on Leffingwell Lion. 

On the left turn to the 12th, Senior 
Senator lugged out, tossed his head mul¬ 
tiple times while disagreeing with jockey 
Eric Portez. The move forced Monstaleur 
to miss the fence entirely. Senior Senator 
and Class Brahms slowed and corrected 
to make the fence, though Leffingwell 
Lion benefited from the mess and landed 
with the lead. A fence later, Senior Senator 
surged alongside the leader and renewed 
the challenge. Leffingwell Lion respond¬ 
ed. Class Brahms regained his gallop and 
they met the second-last together. Class 
Brahms fell while landing, leaving the 
battle to Senior Senator and Leffingwell 
Lion with the former prevailing in the end. 
Our Town rallied for third just ahead of 
Great Halo. 

Then the fun began. The stewards post¬ 
ed an inquiry, Monstaleur’s jockey Forrest 
Kelly claimed foul, as did Class Brahms’ 
jockey Annie Yeager. Slater wound up the 
beneficiary. 

“The three of them were in front of me, 
traveling,” said the jockey. “I was 2 or 3 
lengths behind going into that beacon so 
I could see it happening. I was in a per¬ 
fect position, didn’t have anyone around 
me and was able to ride that turn with 
no problem. My horse drifted a little bit 
because he was kind of following them 
with his mind. I knew [Monstaleur] was 
off course and wasn’t sure what happened 
to the others.” 

Since neither of the horses he fouled 
finished, the stewards placed Senior

“Duck” Martin Jr., she was making her 
first NSA start and just her fifth start of 
any kind. 

The daughter of Bowman’s Band 
and the Lord Gaylord mare Church ran 
like an old pro for rookie jockey Brett 
Owings. She sat third early, then went after 
Mecklenburg and Tax Ruling in the stretch 
before prevailing by three-quarters of a 
length. The win provided plenty of firsts, 
and broke the maidens of the horse, jockey 
and trainer Suzie Owings (also the jockey’s 
mother). 

Church Music never raced on the flat, 
but did spend time with trainer Rodney 
Jenkins before injuring a tendon. She spent 
several years in a field, then started doing 


some work as Brett Owings expressed 
an interest in riding. They foxhunted and 
made two point-to-point starts last year. 
This year, the campaign began in the 
Foxhall Farm team race and nearly came 
undone with a fall at Green Spring Valley 
Point-to-Point April 2. She won the novice 
timber at the Fair Hill Point-to-Point April 
17, and defeated 10 rivals at the Grand 
National. 

“Suzie has worked for us for 25 years, 
and Brett wanted to get into riding a little 
bit, so we pulled something out of the 
field,” said Martin, who owns much of the 
property over which the Maryland Hunt 
Cup runs. “It was her. They’ve done really 
well together.” 


Grand National day began as usual with races 
for the younger steeplechase set in divisions 
of the Thomas L. MacFarlane Memorial field 
master chase for junior riders.

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A Full Recovery 

Ebanour continues comeback from injury 
for Naylor, Murphy at My Lady’s Manor

W hen Cyril Murphy signed on to 
train the bulk of leading steeple¬ 
chase owner Irv Naylor’s horses in 
2013, Ebanour (Ire) was just a horse in a 
stall. The chestnut gelding injured a knee 
while turned out in a field—some blamed 
a thunderstorm-and needed nine months 
of stall rest. 

Murphy said hello, put Ebanour on the 
list of long-term projects and moved on to 
the rest of the stable. 

Almost three years later, everything is 
different. Unraced in 2014, Ebanour won 
the New Jersey Hunt Cup timber stakes 
last fall and picked up where he left off 
with a season-opening win in the My 
Lady’s Manor timber stakes April 16 for 
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Naylor, Murphy and jockey Gus Dahl. 
The 9-year-old blitzed past a solid field in 
the final quarter-mile to win by 6V2 lengths 
over Organisateur (Ire) and Old Timer in 
6:11 4 /5 for 3 miles. The $30,000 Manor, run 
for the 106th time, kicked off Maryland’s 
three big timber meets and did so in style 
with four races, big fields, sunshine and 
another crowded spectator area at the 
Monkton course. 

Nobody had more fun than Dahl, 
aboard the son of Indian Ridge (Ire) for 
the second time in an NS A race. 

“He’s a phenomenal jumper,” said the 
jockey. “Sometimes when he lets fly at a 
fence and he gets half-a-length up on a 
horse he wants to go then. You just have 


to bring him back and say wait. He really 
gets a lot of confidence passing horses so 
we leave him sit in until three or four from 
home, let him jump his way up there.” 

Ebanour was part of a big crowd 
traveling down the straightaway along 
Jarrettsville Pike as all 10 runners looked 
to have a chance. Old Timer led Grand 
Manan and Foyle as Grinding Speed picked 
his way through on the inside. On the final 
turn, Grinding Speed lost momentum as 
Grand Manan and Foyle began to tire. 
Outside everyone, Ebanour kept rallying. 
He jumped the second-last with power 
and took over at the last. Organisateur 
matched that move for a bit, but was no 
match for the winner. 


“I didn’t really want to be leading going 
into the last,” said Dahl. “I just grabbed 
hold of him, we saw a stride and away he 
went.” 

Bred by the Aga Khan’s Studs, Ebanour 
won a National Hunt flat race and two hur¬ 
dle races in England before being import¬ 
ed in 2012. He made two hurdle starts in 
the United States that year, but was quickly 
converted to timber. He won a maiden 
at the Manor (over future stakes horse 
Raven’s Choice) in 2013 and finished third 
at Winterthur for trainer Brianne Slater. 

Then came the knee injury, the vacation 
and plenty of fits and starts. Murphy got 
him to the races at last year’s Manor, and 
Ebanour finished second in the allowance 
timber. He was supposed to run back the 
next week at the Grand National, but tied 
up after training and was scratched. He 
didn’t run again until fall, and won the 
New Jersey Hunt Cup at Far Hills after 
missing a planned start at Genesee when 
jockey Lia McGuirk was injured earlier on 
the day. After New Jersey, the plan was the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup but Ebanour tied 
up again and was shelved for the rest of 
the year. 

Murphy balances the tying up issues as 
best he can. Some horses are susceptible 
to tying up, akin to cramps in humans, 
after exercise. Mainly, trainers try to work 
around it by keeping horses in work, cool¬ 
ing them out slowly and in stages, using 
plenty of turnout time as another tool. 

“He’ll get ridden tomorrow,” Murphy 
said at the Manor. “Day to day, he trains 
like any other horse and we hope it holds 
away. There’s no rush, everything just has 
to take that little bit longer with horses 
like that. He gets turned out every day, it’s 
not like he’s cooped up all the time. It just 
happens to him. That’s why his form is 
sporadic.” 

Beyond freaky knee injuries and muscle 
cramps, little stops Ebanour. His timber 
career includes three wins, two seconds 
and a third in six NS A starts (through 
April). Murphy was aiming for the Virginia 
Gold Cup (May 7) and other timber stakes. 
While not ruling it out someday, Murphy 
said the Maryland Hunt Cup was not on 
Ebanour’s schedule.

“He’s an exceptional horse, I think,” 
Murphy said. “I don’t know if he’s a 
big-fence horse. What he does is effort¬ 
less. We’d have to try the Grand National 
before we thought about the [Maryland 
Hunt Cup]. I’d be happy if we didn’t 
have to because your whole year revolves 
around one race and he’s proven that he 
can knock himself out of one race pretty 
quickly.” 

WEST IS BEST PUTS 
RETIREMENT ON HOLD 

Steeplechase jockey Mark Beecher and 
owner Achsah O’Donovan made small 
talk at a cocktail party. The topic was 
O’Donovan’s horse West Is Best, whose 
career seemingly ended last fall after mak¬ 
ing the rare switch from hurdles to timber 
and back to hurdles—without much suc¬ 
cess. 

Beecher said something like, “You 
should give him one more go. You never 
know what might happen.” The next 
morning his phone buzzed with a text 
from O’Donovan, who also contacted 
trainer Alicia Murphy about the plan. 

“We retired the horse in the fall because 
he had a breathing issue,” said Murphy. “I 
decided I would sell him, but I’ve never 
been able to sell a horse. We went on some 
amazing foxhunts and he never made a 


noise. I thought that was funny. Then 
Achsah called and said she’d been talking 
to Mark.” 

West Is Best was fit enough, and if 
the breathing issue would stay in check. . . 
maybe they’d have their horse back. The 
7-year-old son of War Chant ran over 
timber at the Warrenton (Virginia) and 
Cheshire (Pennsylvania) point-to-points 
and headed to the Manor’s maiden timber 
race. 

West Is Best picked his way around the 
course for 2 3 A miles, then sped through 
the stretch to catch Lemony Bay (GB) and 
win by three-quarters of a length. Canyon 
Road finished third as all eight starters fin¬ 
ished in the $15,000 race, a division of the 
John Rush Streett Memorial. It was West 
Is Best’s first win under rules —of any kind. 

“I don’t think you’d have said he was the 
winner going down the back there,” said 
Beecher of a spotty race. “I didn’t get in 
front until halfway up the run-in. He flew 
the last. That was probably the best jump 
he’d done in the whole race.” 

Murphy said the wind problem is still 
there, as is a habit of fouling up a good 
race with a mistake. 

“He’s got a problem, but it doesn’t both¬ 
er him running,” she said of the breathing 
issue. “When you scope him, you can see it. 
He made a noise over hurdles, that’s when 


we found the problem. That’s when I said 
he was done. We’ve known he had the abil¬ 
ity, it’s that he just seems to do something 
that messes it up for him. He ran beauti¬ 
fully at Willowdale (a second last year) until 
the last fence. Today he got the bad stuff 
out of the way early.” 

LE CHEVALIER LAUGHS 
TO MAIDEN WIN 

Reluctandy, Le Chevalier listened to 
Beecher and stayed behind the field early 
in the second division of the Streett. For 
a while. 

“I think he likes to fight with me,” 
Beecher said while flexing his fingers after 
a lopsided win. “He gets entertainment out 
of it. It’s tough on me.” 

The jockey will put up with it, how¬ 
ever. Le Chevalier rated last of nine early 
as Dewey Blue set the pace. On the final 
turn, the winner was still a covered up 
fifth before finally getting some rein from 
Beecher and blasting through the stretch. 
It was over quickly. The gray son of 
Broken Vow won by 9 lengths in 6:24 3 /s for 
3 miles. Dewey Blue finished second with 
Jeffery G. third. 

Beecher said the strategy was to wait, as 
long as he could. 

“He’s such a good jumper and he keeps 
jumping up there and you have to keep 
bringing him back,” Beecher said. “You 
don’t want to discourage a horse, but 
I don’t want to get there too soon. He 
might just run off with me then. I was 
just relieved to come around the corner at 
the second-last and say All right, now you 
can go.’ ” 

Trained by Julie Gomena for Otter 
Racing, Le Chevalier started his racing 
career on the flat with Buff Bradley (fin¬ 
ishing behind future stakes horse Atigun in 
his debut in 2011) and moved on to Tom 
Proctor (winning a $7,500 claimer at Ellis 
Park in 2012). Sold to Kentucky-based 
trainer Bill Wofford, Le Chevalier made his 
hurdle debut in 2013 and became a timber 
horse for Otter and trainer Neil Morris last 
year. The 7-year-old finished second at the 
Manor and third at Willowdale). 

For 2016, Otter moved its horse to 
Julie Gomena, who spent the winter in 
Aiken, S.C.-not exacfiy a traditional spot 
to prep timber horses. Like his northern 
counterparts, Le Chevalier went foxhunt¬ 
ing for fitness—usually with former jump 
jockey Gerry Carwood aboard. When her 
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stable returned to Virginia, Gomena took 
over-and has the muscles to prove it. 

“He’s been my ride every day since we 
got back from Aiken and I mean to tell 
you, it’s like weight-lifting when you ride 
that horse,” said Gomena. “He’s tough. 
He is tough.” 

FISHER RUNNER 
RETURNS A WINNER 

In the finale, an allowance timber 
for amateur/apprentice jockeys, Bruton 
Street-US runner Drift Society (Ire) edged 
fellow Irish-bred Carrickboy over the final 
two fences to win by a half-length. Connor 
Hankin rode the winner, who did not run 
last year, for trainer Jack Fisher. 

“They went out fast and I just thought 
Til pick away here and try to go the 
same pace for 3 miles,’” said Hankin.

The bad news, 
and the good news 

Rawnaq eases loss of champion Dawalan 
with powerful triumph in Temple Gwathmey

t was bad news. 

Eclipse Award winner Dawalan (Fr) 
bowed a tendon after a flat run at Green 
Spring Valley Point-to-Point April 2. 

“It was crushing,” trainer Cyril Murphy 
said “Our whole year was geared around 
trying to reproduce what we did last year. 
Dawalan had his agenda. . .” 

Murphy’s voice tailed off and then his 
octave increased. 

“. . . and Rawnaq (Ire) had his.” 

For Dawalan’s older understudy, the 
agenda remained still straight and true 
after a facile win in the Grade 3 Temple 
Gwathmey at the Middleburg Spring Races 
in Middleburg, Va., April 23. Owned by 
Irv Naylor and ridden by Jack Doyle, the 
9-year-old tracked the pace of Manacor 
(Ire) before waltzing to a 15-length score 
over Scorpiancer (Ire) and Rudyard K. 

Rawnaq made his American debut 
last fall, finishing third, a length behind 
Dawalan in the Grand National. A month 
later, he chased Dawalan again, succumb¬ 
ing by 5% lengths in the Colonial Cup. 
Making his first start this season, Rawnaq 
towered above seven rivals in the $50,000 
feature at Glenwood Park. Giving away 


at least 14 pounds to each rival, Rawnaq 
shrugged it off with aplomb. 

“He was training well going in there, 
running against who he was running 
against, if we were going to take him 
serious about going to the Iroquois-Gl, 
he needed to do something like that. Off 
what he had done in Ireland and England, 
that’s what he should be doing to those 
horses, off their handicap marks,” Murphy 
said. “Someone came to me and said he’s 
got to give away weight, I said, 'Look at the 
horse, he’s a big horse, it’s not going to be a 
problem.’ He can carry that weight and he 
could carry more. If it was Dawalan, he’s 
smaller, it would be a different story.” 

As with most steeplechase stories, 
Rawnaq’s path took a meandering route to 
wind up where he is today. 

Originally purchased by Shadwell in 
2007, the son of Azamour went 1-for-10 
with Mark Johnston (who trained champi¬ 
on steeplechaser Demonstrative on the flat 
as well), before being purchased by Kevin 
Smith at Tattersalls Horses in Training Sale 
in 2010. The horse cost 3,500 guineas and 
went to Ireland as a dual-purpose prospect. 
In Ireland, Rawnaq won once on the flat, 
four times over hurdles and twice over 


chase fences, reaching a rating of 144 over 
hurdles. 

Bloodstock agent Paul Byrne called 
Murphy about a horse in 2014. That horse 
didn’t work. They kept in touch and Byrne 
presented Rawnaq last year. 

“He’s got good form, he’s always been 
solid at this level. He seemed like he was 
worth a second look. He showed enough, 
we followed him up and he came to us,” 
Murphy said. “He came last August, he 
settled in quick, he fit into the program 
without any difficulty.” 

As for Dawalan’s absence, well, it’s still 
there, but maybe not quite as raw. 

“He’s not going to fill that void, but he 
might show for himself why we pursued 
him,” Murphy said of Rawnaq. “It’s nice 
to have a horse like him.” 

MASERATI REVS UP 
QUEENS’ CUP SCORE 

Ken McPeek looked out his tackroom 
door in the summer of 2014, slid his 
phone away from his mouth and directed 
Leslie Young to a stall down his long shed- 
row in the Oklahoma Annex at Saratoga. 

“Leslie, I’ve got a horse for you,” 
McPeek said. “Pull him out, do what you 
want.” 

Young looked at a big, dark bay son 
of Point Given who had won twice that 
spring, but was riding a three-race losing 
streak. 

“I’ll be back on Monday with a check,” 
Young told McPeek, who was still on the 
phone when the Pennsylvania-based train¬ 
er walked off to call her husband Paddy. 

A month later, Maserati (Brz) won an 
allowance race at Penn National for the 
Youngs and his new owner Amy Taylor 
Rowe. 

“He was a fit horse and we were just 
trying to make him happy, get him log¬ 
hopping, he was loving that, the allowance

race came up at Penn, he won for us,” 
Young said. “I’m lucky I have a good rap¬ 
port with Kenny. You have to believe in the 
people who are helping you.” 

Mas erati made his hurdle debut at 
Aiken that fall, finishing third and followed 
that with a head defeat at Charleston. 
Returning as a 6-year-old, he led wire-to- 
wire to win the maiden at the Queen’s Cup 
last April. A planned assault of Saratoga’s 
rich allowance opportunities last summer 
was scrapped after Maserati finished fifth 
on the flat at Parx Racing in July. 

“He just kept pulling shoes, Paddy said 
he felt like his feet were stuck to the 
ground, we sent him to New Bolton, did a 
bone scan, [veterinarian] Dean Richardson 
said he was fine,” Young said. “Then we 
treated him for EPM. He missed Saratoga, 
but was back to his old self [by October].” 

Prepping with a win on the turf at 
Suffolk Downs in September, Maserati 


improved his hurdle record to 2-for-4 with 
a win in the ratings race at Virginia Fall and 
was put away for a spring novice campaign. 

Training well all winter, Maserati 
returned with a flat spin at Green Spring 
Valley Point-to-Point and a training flat 
race at the Middleburg Spring Races. 
Those two jaunts primed him for the 
Queen’s Cup MPC Novice Hurdle Stakes 
in Mineral Springs, N.C. April 30. 

“I have to say we did the same plan as 
last year, running him at Shawan and Mid¬ 
dleburg, he was going into the race in great 
form, he was training great, he was looking 
fantastic,” Young said. “Paddy was very 
confident and high on him going there, a 
couple of ours have needed it this season, 
he was training better than anybody else in 
the barn, if he wasn’t in the top three, we 
would have been disappointed.” 

No need for disappointment. 


British import Rhys Flint subbed for 
Paddy Young, who went to Foxfield, and 
put Maserati in a comfortable spot, tucked 
inside in fourth while Hardrock Eleven, 
Broxbourne and Class Cherokee led the 
group of novice hurdlers. 

Halfway through, Special Skills and 
Cash Crop replaced the stalkers while 
Maserati kept his position, waiting. Leaving 
the backside, Maserati ranged up to Special 
Skills and it was over fast. The winner 
skipped over the last two hurdles to win by 
3 lengths over Express Line (Fr). 

“We figured he liked the course as a 
maiden, two meets, same day, Paddy can’t 
be in the two places at the same time, we 
were lucky to get Rhys to help us for a 
couple of weekends,” said Young. “He 
really suits Paddy’s style, to sit quiet and 
it worked out. We would love to have him 
back in the future.”

STALLION NEWS

N.J. sire King Puma gets 1st winner 


T he Sleeter family in Clemonton, N.J., 
has launched another stallion, with 
the win by Dolled Up in a maiden 
race at Parx Racing April 19. The 3-year- 
old New Jersey-bred filly, the first starter 
for Sleeter stallion King Puma, represents 
the entire Sleeter family—she was bred by 
Carolyn, is owned by Gerald, and is trained 
by Kevin. 

Dolled Up, out of seven-time stakes- 
placed $302,795-earner Summer Sting (by 
Intensity), represents a third generation 
sired and foaled at Sleeter Farm. The filly 
has made four starts, hitting the board each 
time, and was the odds-on choice in her 
April start. Although she didn’t break well 
and had to go around horses on the turn 
in the 7-furlong test, she gained control in 


the stretch and won by three-quarters of 
a length. 

King Puma, 10, is a son of Forest 
Wildcat who was a stakes winner at 2 and 
retired with a record of 5-2-2-0 and earn¬ 
ings of $107,900. He made his debut at 
Monmouth Park and won a 5A-furlong 
maiden special weight by 7 lengths. In 
his only other start that year, he captured 
Presque Isle Downs’ $100,000 Fitz Dixon 
Jr. Memorial Juvenile Stakes, getting 6A 
furlongs in 1:17.20. During his 3-year-old 
campaign he was second in the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sale Sprint Stakes and Hansel 
Stakes, both at 6 furlongs. 

King Puma is a half-brother to Grade 
1 Spinaway Stakes winner Irish Smoke, 
who sold for $750,000 at the Keeneland 


November Sale at the end of her 2-year- 
season, and to 2015 stakes-placed 
Measured. His half-sister, Clever Babe, 
is the dam of La Brea Stakes-Gl winner 
Book Review. 

Their dam, $107,890-earner Added 
Time, is a daughter of champion 2-year- 
old Gilded Time and graded stakes win¬ 
ner Added Elegance. She is a full-sister 
to Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 winner 
Added Gold and half-sister to graded 
stakes winner Added Asset, the grand- 
dam of six-time stakes winner Timeless 
Fashion. 

The family descends from Argentinian 
champion 3-year-old filly *Vit Reina and 
includes millionaire Classic Cat. 

King Puma has 11 foals in his first crop 
of 3-year-olds and four current 2-year- 
olds. 

He stands for private contract. 



J J’s Lucky Train, a graded stakes-winning son 
of Breeders’ Cup Sprint-GI winner Silver Train owned 
by Dr. Anna Simms and standing at Little Hawk Farm in 
Crozier, 1 fa., had four foals in his first crop (of six due) 
arrive within 72 hours in April. Among them is Jack and 
Jane Anderson Harper’s West Virginia-bred filly out of 
Satan’s Waltz (by My Boy Adam), born April 15. 


Super Ninety Nine’s first foal, a colt out of $256,888-earner 
My Sonata (by Noble Causeway) bred by Gregory Gordon, 
was born April 8 in Pennsylvania. The mare is being bred 
back the graded stakes-winning son of Pulpit, who stands 
at Country Life Farm in Bel Air, Md. Super Ninety Nine 
got a late start on his first breeding season after being 
sidelined by injury. He returned to the breeding shed in 
May and covered 45 mares the rest of the season.

Nothhaft gets 1st stakes win 
as a breeder with Finest City 

S he may have been the one that got away, but Grade 2 winner 
Finest City will always be the first stakes winner—and first 
graded winner-bred by Hank Nothhaft’s HnR Nothhaft 
Horseracing. 

Finest City won Los Alamitos’ Great Lady M Stakes-G2 April 
23. Owned by Seltzer Thoroughbreds, the 4-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred daughter of City Zip rallied four wide around the turn 
and scored by 114 lengths while setting a track record of 1:14.48 
for 6/4 furlongs. 

Nothhaft, a Pennsylvania native who resides in California after 
making his fortune as an entrepreneur in the telecommunications 
and networking industries in the Silicon Valley, has taken a 
business approach to the breeding industry, with the guidance of 
former Northview PA bloodstock advisor Carl McEntee. 

Be Envied, the dam of Finest City, was purchased with the 
business plan in mind, a plan that blossomed during the summer 
of 2011 when Nothhaft purchased Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
winner Silver Train and moved him from Kentucky to stand at 
Northview PA in Peach Bottom. 

“We bought what we thought were mares that made sense, in 
foal to good sires, that we could take to Pennsylvania to support 
Silver Train,” he said. Be Envied (by Lemon Drop Kid) was 
acquired for $37,000, with the future graded stakes winner in 
utero, at the 2011 Keeneland November breeding stock sale. 

The City Zip filly born the following March stoked the 
breeder’s interest in his new venture. 

“When she was a foal, she was beautiful,” said Nothhaft. 
“Everyone looked at her and thought she was a knockout.” The 
chestnut filly became the first horse Nothhaft sold at auction. 


Shipped to Kentucky as a weanling, she was catalogued to 
Keeneland November, with high expectations. “She had a lot of 
interest, and a lot of vets vetting,” noted Nothhaft. “Reading the 
tea leaves we were all patting ourselves on the back, thinking this 
was going to be a $150,000 weanling sale, first time out of the 
box.” The “bidding was tepid” however, and the filly sold for the 
$50,000. “We were extremely disappointed, as she sold right on 
her reserve,” he noted. 

Finest City was purchased by Cobra Farm, and the next 
September was back in the Keeneland ring, where Seltzer Thor¬ 
oughbreds signed the ticket for $85,000. 

Unraced at 2, she overcame a variety of injuries and a number 
of layoffs to break her maiden in her second start, at Del Mar 
last August—the first win and starter for trainer Ian Kruljac. Two 
months later Finest City won in allowance company, then earned 
her first black-type when second in the Grade 2 Santa Monica 
Stakes in her 2016 debut Jan. 23 at Santa Anita. From 10 starts, she 
has earned $275,594 with three wins, three seconds and a third. 

Nothhaft still owns two Pennsylvania-bred half-sisters to 
Finest City: 3-year-old Silver Train filly Move, in the barn of 
Keith Nations at Parx Racing, and Grand Prix, a Tale of the Cat 
2-year-old with trainer Gary Mandella in California. Nothhaft 
kept the latter after she failed to reach her reserve when offered 
at Keeneland twice, as a weanling and yearling, the latter for 
$145,000. 

In recent years, Nothhaft changed his business plan. Of his 12 
mares, two are in Pennsylvania, two in California and the rest in 
Kentucky. He also sold Be Envied in 2014. 

“By the time we sold the mare nothing had hit the track,” he 
said. “Silver Train had passed away [the stallion died in December 
2013 en route to the U.S. after standing a Southern Hemisphere 
season in Brazil]. And I changed my strategy to where I want to 
own black-type mares that may have raced for me. So it made 
sense to offer Be Envied for sale. We sold her privately and I’ve 
been told she is now in India.” 

Nothhaft has shares in Northview PA stallions Jump Start and 
El Padrino, and considers the Pennsylvania-bred program “terrific, 
fantastic,” but notes he has been transparent about his shift away 
from Pennsylvania. “As a long-term investor, the threat every 
year of taking the money away and eradicating the program—as a 
business person who ran companies-I find that difficult to make 
long-term investments.” 

And something he didn’t foresee also changed his strategy. “My 
naivete was the horses I was breeding would get bought and race 
in Pennsylvania. But they get bought and race at Santa Anita, or 
in New York.” 

Nothhaft has about a dozen Pennsylvania-breds, including 
those by Silver Train and Smarty Jones. And he looks forward to 
the offspring of El Padrino, the oldest now yearlings. 

“Business has been brisk with El Padrino,” he said. “I don’t 
feel compelled to need to breed to him to support him. But I am 
so excited with what I’ve got. If they can run like they look, this 
horse can hit.”

healthy colt was born 
this morning at 6:48. 

The hour between 6 and 7 
a.m. is a vulnerable time in the 
foaling barn. The nightwatch 
girl at the end of her shift is fa¬ 
tigued, awaiting the day crew, 
arriving with coffee steaming 
from convenience stores. They 
have just seen their young 
children safely up into school 
buses, or dropped adolescents 
off in circular drives of high 
schools, and have returned, to 
a life-giving job. 

A light May rain falls loud¬ 
ly onto tar shingles outside 
open windows at home. Birds 
of spring call from the trees. 

The two sounds create a 
noisy confusion in the heavy 
air. I think I hear horses whin¬ 
nying amidst the bird calls, 
but every horse should be in a 
dry, distant stall: They 
shouldn't be outside my win¬ 
dow. With urgency, I open the 
front door and stare into the 
yard in search of loose horses. 
In the half-light of a dark 
morning, all I see are white 
dogwoods in bloom, black¬ 
board fences, dark green 
fields. No horses. Relief. Ev¬ 
ery horseperson knows the 
feeling: paranoia pushed back 
down into its box, coiled up 
again, spring-loaded for re¬ 
lease. 

Scenarios laced with dan¬ 
ger linger. A mare past her due 



date. What if the night girl 
leaves a few minutes early, 
and the day crew arrives a few 
minutes late? Mother Nature 
may sense the inattention and 
punish us, her cruel lesson. 
Nineteen uneventful foalings? 
Then look out for Number 20. 
And beware the witching 
hour, of Mother Nature, con¬ 
nected to an otherworld of un¬ 
fortunate events: colic, breech 
births, contracted tendons, 
placenta previews, fill-in-the- 
blank. 

The home phone rings: 
"Mare's foaling," the night 
girl says. 

Laptop displays moving 
forms on the Ustream video 
from the foaling barn: the jet 
black hair of the night girl, the 


light-colored jersey hoods of 
the day men, delivering into 
the straw the form of a new 
foal. Mother Nature playing 
Good Witch this morning. 

Folks who work with 
horses attract each other, un¬ 
usual avocation: trainers marry 
exercise girls, farmers wed 
farmers' daughters. Poets like¬ 
wise seek other poets: Sylvia 
Plath's husband Ted Hughes 
penned a poem entitled "New 
Foal": 

Yesterday he was nowhere 
to be found. . . Suddenly he's 
here... 

A star dived from outer 
space-flared 

Now something is stirring 
in the smoulder./ We call it a 
foal. 









Images of white towels in¬ 
side the black laptop screen 
wiping the smoldering star 
dry. 

He rests/ From the first 
blank shock of light... 

But his legs are impatient, 

... restless with ideas... 

Think back: Three years 
ago, foals were a rarity in 
Maryland. Birth rates dropped 
by 80 percent in a single de¬ 
cade. Panda-cams in famous 
zoos displayed busier foaling 
stalls. Then a new sheriff ar¬ 
rived at the racing commis¬ 
sion, restoring order to the 
industry. 

If horses equal green space, 
jobs, taxes, quality of life to 
Maryland's suburban citizens, 
then how to save this great 
game? the sheriff contemplat¬ 
ed.

It was his 31st win 
from 54 starts and pushed his career earnings to $2,530,937. 


Hogan restores, protects 
funding for conservation, 
preservation programs 


(j overnor Larry Hogan 
signed HB 462, a bill that re¬ 
stores and protects state fund¬ 
ing to transfer tax-funded land 
conservation, preservation 
and recreation programs, into 
law April 4 at an event at the 
State House. 

The new law provides $60 
million in new funding-$20 
million in 2017 and $40 million 
in 2018-for transfer tax-fund¬ 
ed programs, such as the 
Maryland Agricultural Land 
Preservation Fund, and Rural 
Legacy and Program Open 
Space, and allocates funds for 
state land and park develop¬ 
ment, maintenance and recre¬ 
ation. This new funding was 
initially outlined in the gover¬ 
nor's budget back in January. 

"This new funding will en¬ 
hance our environment and 
natural resources as well as 
help us reach our Chesapeake 
Bay Watershed Agreement 
goals," Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources Secretary 


Mark Belton said. "This ad¬ 
ministration is dedicated to 
Chesapeake Bay restoration, 
land conservation and preser¬ 
vation, and the elimination of 
transfer tax raids." 

The law also requires that 
past transfers-totaling $90 
million-be repaid with Gener¬ 
al Funds starting in 2018, and 
that additional repayments- 
totaling $152 million-be ap¬ 
propriated starting in 2021. 
The law also establishes new 
procedures for all future ap¬ 
propriations, reimbursements 
and transfers. 

"This law was the result of 
collaboration between the ad¬ 
ministration and the legisla¬ 
ture," Belton said. "Mary¬ 
land's land preservation 
stakeholder groups should be 
commended for their efforts 
on restoring and protecting 
our critically-important land 
programs and services, which 
benefit all our citizens."

In 2015, American Pharoah made his first start since his historic completion of horse 
racing s Triple Crown in the Haskell Invitational with an impressive victory before a 
record crowd of 60,983 at Monmouth Park. The betfair.com Haskell Invitational is set for 
its 49th renewal and is a mile and an eighth race that routinely draws the top 3-year-olds 
in the country to the Jersey Shore. In addition to American Pharoah, the race has been 
won in recent years by champions Big Brown, Rachel Alexandra and Lookin At Lucky.

It also allows bettors to ask for better 
odds than those available in the market at that time, to 
continue to wager during the running of a race and to 
“Cash Out” before a race is complete to ensure a profit or 
mitigate a potential loss. 

Exchange wagering is very popular in other countries, 
including in the UK, where Betfair pioneered the 


exchange 15 years ago. Betfair now processes, on average, 
more than three million transactions each day. 

Betfair, which owns the Los Angeles-based horse 
racing television network and advance deposit wagering 
platform TVG, also operates 4NJ-BETS and Betfair 
Casino in New Jersey.

A Partnership for the Record Books

The partnership of J A G Racing and Jettany 
Thoroughbred Corp. posted a banner year in 
2015, one that earned them the title Leading 
“B” Owner at Parx Racing. By the conclusion 
of last year, their horses had earned six figures 
over the past four years. This year looks even 
brighter: just three months into 2016 they have 
already surpassed that mark. 

That makes half a decade of success for the 
partners who have been friends since childhood. 
Stephen Perry and James Stevenson grew up 
in New York and became close friends at the 
young age of 16. Both have since become suc¬ 
cessful businessmen. 

“But between the two of us, Jimmy’s the real 
numbers guy,’’ Perry says with a laugh. 

Each chose to create a stable name based 
on family: Perry’s JAG Racing stands for his 
wife Jane and daughters Angelina and Gianna, 
while Stevenson’s Jettany Thoroughbred Corp. 
is named after his daughters Jenna and Brittany. 

They have dabbled in owning horses for 
years but everything changed when they began 
boarding at Xanthus Farms in Gettysburg. The 
duo purchased a few yearlings out of the win¬ 
ning Silver Ghost mare Kid Silver and were so 
impressed that they bought the mare. 

The first of her offspring to race under the 
JAG Racing and Jettany Thoroughbred Corp. 
name was Jake N Elwood, a handsome dark 
bay colt born at Xanthus in 2009. He finished 
second twice before showing his true potential 
in a 6-furlong maiden special weight on March 
27, 2012, leading nearly from gate to wire and 
crossing the finish line in front by an emphatic 
9 lengths. Just over two months later the son 
of During became his dam’s first stakes winner 
with an exciting victory in the $75,000 Danzig 
Stakes for PA-Breds at Penn National. 

In 2013 a half-sister to Jake N Elwood 
named Hey Kiddo joined their racing stable. The 
daughter of Stonesider finished second in all 
four starts as a juvenile, including the $150,000 
New York Stallion Series Stakes. Meanwhile 



Jake N Elwood earned over $100,000 that year 
while winning allowance races at Parx Racing and 
historic Saratoga Race Course. 

That year also marked the arrival of the sec¬ 
ond partnership-bred Kid Silver foal, a gorgeous 
full sister to Jake N Elwood. Also on the ground at 
Xanthus Farms was a promising yearling colt by 
Andiron out of their other broodmare, a winning 
Tale of the Cat mare named Centennial Cat. The 
two youngsters would eventually grow up to be 
key members of the J A G Racing and Jettany 
Thoroughbred Corp. racing stable. 

Hey Kiddo finally broke her maiden in a 
maiden special weight at Aqueduct in January of 
her sophomore season. She then captured her 
“a-other-than” allowance condition at Parx Racing 
that summer en route to garnering $81,048, 
more than half of her owners’ total race earnings 
in 2014. Unfortunately Jake N Elwood was only 
able to compete once, but it was a good fourth- 
place finish in the Grade 3 Tom Fool Handicap. 

It took nearly half of 2015 for J A G Racing 
and Jettany Thoroughbred Corp. to get rolling but 
once their horses began to find their best stride, 
they became nearly unstoppable. Their little bay 
colt out of Centennial Cat, now named Roxbury 
N Overton, won three of four starts during the 
summer by a combined 8% lengths to kickstart a 
phenomenal season. Hey Kiddo followed that up 
with an impressive set of three straight runaway

victories beginning in August that culminated 
in a 714-length win in the $150,000 Roamin 
Rachel Stakes at Parx Racing. 

At the same time, Jake N Elwood made his 
return to the races at Delaware Park a winning 
one, drawing off to win by nearly 3 lengths 
over multiple stakes winner Traffic Light. Jake 
N Elwood also captured the New Castle Stakes 
at Delaware Park in September but was dis¬ 
qualified for a positive drug test. However, that 
misstep did not stop him from running well 
through the rest of the year as he went on 
to win an allowance race at Parx Racing and 
finish second in the $150,000 Valley Forge 
Stakes behind stablemate Trouble Kid. 

The best was yet to come with 2-year-old 
Lucy N Ethel, the full sister to Jake N Elwood 
who had been turning heads since her birth 
at Xanthus Farms in 2013. The pretty filly 
was undefeated in two starts as a juvenile, 
including an eye-popping 13% length score 
in her first allowance condition. Lucy N Ethel 


then shipped south for the winter and kept her 
winning streak alive on Jan. 2, 2016, with an 
easy 3 % length victory in the $100,000 Old 
Hat Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park, becoming 
the third stakes winner out of her dam. 

"She earned some R & R after that race,” 
owner Stephen Perry said this spring. "She’s 
been on the farm in Anthony [Florida] but will 
be heading back up to Parx.” 

Even more impressive is the broodmare 
record of Kid Silver in 2015. Her offspring, 
which also include the winning In the Woods 
filly Mrs. Mary S (now 4), earned more than 
$400,000 while winning eight of 16 races. 
With a produce record like that, the mare 
earned the opportunity to visit some of the 
higher echelon stallions and now has a gor¬ 
geous 2-year-old Stay Thirsty filly named 
Blameitontheice. 

"We’re excited about the filly. She’s 
entered in the April OBS sale but if she 
doesn't bring what we want for her then we’ll 


keep and race her ourselves,” said Perry (the 
filly was later withdrawn from the sale). "But 
we're just so impressed with the mare. Have 
you ever heard of a mare that had four win¬ 
ners in the same year? She’s in foal right now 
to Two Step Salsa and we will be sending her 
to Palace Malice for a big upgrade in quality." 

Not to be overshadowed by his stable- 
mates, Roxbury N Overton made his 2016 
debut March 7 a winning one at Parx, dueling 
gate to wire for the lead before prevailing by 
a hard fought head over New York invader 
Manhattan Mischief, and followed with a sec¬ 
ond equally-exciting allowance score April 11. 

Twocatsintheyard, a 3-year-old full sister to 
Roxbury N Overton, has also joined the stable. 

With such an incredibly talented group 
of runners expected to continue their rac¬ 
ing careers in 2016, this year will surely be 
one to watch for J A G Racing and Jettany 
Thorougbred Corp.

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West Virginia-breds bolster 
Classic Day appeal

S aturday April 23,2016. Charles 
Town Classic Day presented to 
many in attendance a special 
opportunity to observe nationally 
recogized horses competing 
alongside our hometown heroes. 

The 13-race program featured 
East Coast vs. West Coast, North vs. 
South and Mountaineer offspring 
vying on a narrow strip of real estate 
located in the Eastern Panhandle. 

Participants, even the most 
naturally gifted, had to bring their 
"A" game if they wanted to seize the 
lucrative prizes on hand. 

Rain clouds fortuitously parted, 
allowing the three-quarter-of-a-mile 
oval to quickly dry out and leave the 
racing surface in topnotch condition. 

The early post time of (12:45) 
was an rarity for fans who for years 
have grown accustomed to dusk to 
darkening circumstances. Hats and 
sunglasses were in vogue on the 
apron by mid-afternoon, as many 


race-goers seemed to have an 
aversion to daylight, reminiscent of 
extras in a Twilight sequel. 

The opening race on the program 
featured a capable band of West 
Virginia-bred fillies and mares. New 
London, a daughter of Rockport 
Harbor out of Heater, by Dixieland 
Heat, found the addition of blinkers 
a welcomed commodity as she 
barely worked up a sweat winning 
efficiently for owner/breeder 
Coleswood Farm and trainer, Jeff 
Runco. 

With two wins and a second in 
four career starts the dark bay/ 
brown filly looks to have a bright 
future for one of Charles Town's 
leading conditioners. 

The third race on the festive card 
allowed a highly talented group to 
stretch their legs in the three-turn 
allowance slug-test. A bully blend of 
speed and closers gathered at 1 ] /i6 
miles and the victor was the 5-year- 


old, Run Real Quiet. The gelded son 
of Real Quiet out of Run Me Down, 
by Opening Verse, is owned/trained/ 
bred by Gary Williams Jr. Considering 
his charge hadn't started since 
last December, Williams, a Virginia 
gentleman, deservedly earned high 
marks from his fellow antagonists. 

Horses making their debuts 
following substantial layoffs was in 
fashion Saturday, as evidenced in 
the $50,000 Its Binn Too Long Stakes 
with winner, R C's Daisyduke.The 
Yes It's True filly out Rain Song, by 
Intensity, gave her supporters, at 30 
cents on the dollar, a brief scare 
when the stewards threw up an 
inquiry sign concerning trouble at 
the gate. After an abbreviated 
intermission the official sign was 
posted and the bay filly, off since 
October, attained her second stakes 
score. 

Few trainers possess the patience 
and skill to have a horse braced 
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to win at first asking, but make 
no mistake Tim Grams is such an 
individual. The 7-furlong maiden 
special weight contest, limited to 
state breds, showcased his first- 
timer Technicallyspeakin, a son of 
Inner Harbour out of Technology's 
Girl, by Technology, weave and 
bob through traffic like a seasoned 
veteran.The colt is owned and bred 
by James Anderson. 

The $50,000-added Coin 
Collector Stakes assembled a 
pugnacious field of eight, but 
the undefeated Bullets Fever, off 
since October, garnered the most 
attention at the windows and did 
not disappoint his backers. Breaking 
like a shot, the son of Fiber Sonde 
(out of Ghost Canyon, by Indian 
Charlie) made every pole his on 
route to a final clocking of 51.82 
seconds. Owned by David Raim, 
trained by Jeff Runco and bred by 
John McKee, the gray/roan colt also 
has wins in the West Virginia Vincent 
Moscarelli Memorial and Tri-State 
Futurity. 

When one mentions dynasty in 
West Virginia Thoroughbred racing 
the name Casey is perpetually 
at the top of every category. The 
4-year-old filly Candy Man's Girl, 
a daughter of Charitable Man- 
Candy One, by Yankee Victor, 
produced at his Taylor Mountain 
Farm, thrives on success and her 
passion for winning typifies the 
family legacy. The savory victory in 
the $50,000 Original Cold Stakes 
was her eighth out of 13 lifetime 
starts, however it was bittersweet for 
runner-up Red Hot Diva, who was 
bottled-up along the rail the last 
quarter of a mile and never able to 
negotiate clear sailing. 

The ninth race was named after 
one of the most talented and 
colossal horses that ever graced the 
elliptical shaped arena, Confucius 
Say. 

Former West Virginia champions 
Lucy's Bob Boy and Russell 
Road, as well as accomplished 
stalwarts Prince of Windsor and 
Comeonletsplay vied for the $50,000 
first-place laurels. Reputations were 
well-deserved and money earned 
exalted, but it was the recently 
gelded In the Fairway, a son of 
Posse out of Royal Sweep, by End 
Sweep, who played the course to 
perfection. The connections - owner/ 
breeder Coleswood Farm and 
trainer Jeff Runco-savored the win. 


which sent In the Fairway over the 
$400,000 lifetime plateau. 

The final race of the day was 
an intriguing assortment of never- 
won-two allowance foes sprinting 
672 furlongs. Green Time, a son of 
Fiber Sonde—Quiet on the Green, 
by Quiet American, left the gate 
with earnest intentions for the lead 
and no one ever threatened his 
dominance. The chestnut gelding 
now has back-to-back wins for 
owner/trainer/breeder John D. 
McKee. 

The Grade 2 Charles Town Classic 
(purse $1.25 million) went postward 
as the 12th race with a familiar face. 
Imperative, and Hall of Fame rider, 
Mike Smith. Second in last year's 
edition, the 6-year-old raced wide 


in a lackluster effort and checked in 
fourth. 

Todd Pletcher shipped-in from 
New York with Stanford and jockey 
Javier Castellano proved why, 
regardless of the track size, he is a 
master at his craft, guiding the son 
of Malibu Moon to a wire-to-wire 
victory. 

The surprise entrant in the field 
to some was West Virginia-bred 
Charitable Annuity. 

Mark Russell's current star pupil 
and winner of last year's Breeders 
Classic had forward position while 
restrained amongst rivals and could 
find little in reserve once clear. The 
son of Charitable Man went off at 
63-1, but still collected $20,000 for his 
ninth-place finish.

Jump horses find new vocations 


For horses possessing speed, stamina, and 
jumping ability, steeplechase racing often is the 
first second career for Thoroughbreds after their 
racetrack careers have concluded. But that is not 
the end of their activities. 

After their jump-racing careers, these second- 
career horses often find third or fourth careers, and 
others spend the rest of their lives grazing on farms 
throughout the East and Midwest. 

The National Steeplechase Association’s 
Steeplechase Safety Committee conducted a vol¬ 
untary survey of the sport’s trainers to determine 
the current activities of their former charges. Of 
more than 400 horses, all have found new careers 
in the countryside where they were trained. 

The survey findings confirm a tradition within 
jump racing to strive to leave no horse behind. 
From its very beginnings in the United States, 
steeplechasing has found new occupations for its 
participants or has provided them a retirement 
home in rural pastures. This tradition continues 
to today. 

Steeplechase racing grew out of fox hunting, 
and it is hardly a surprise that a substantial number 
of former steeplechase horses are now hunting. 
Of 402 horses in the survey, 165 are engaged in 
hunting. The skill sets are very similar. The horse 
must be a dependable jumper and must possess the 
stamina to gallop for extended periods. 

The show ring is the next career for slightly 
more than 10% of retired steeplechase horses in 
the survey (41 of402). Three-day eventing also fits 
the skill set of retired jump-racing participants, and 
32 were involved in the discipline that combines 
dressage, cross-country, and showjumping. 

Others are destined for a quieter life. In all, 30 
were described as pleasure horses, and 94 were at 
pasture. A life at ease is the traditional retirement 
for steeplechase horses, who often are turned out 
at their owners’ or trainers’ farms. For instance, 
Racing Hall of Fame member Flatterer spent a 
quarter-century in retirement at owner Bill Pape’s 


farm before his death at age 35 in 2014. 

Steeplechase racing has a growing division of 
female competitors, and after their careers many 
are bred and become broodmares. In all, 31 former 
runners are now broodmares. 

A few horses, six in all, have retired from racing 
but have not departed the training bam. They are 


now working to accompany the horses in train¬ 
ing to the locations where they will be galloping. 
Another has found work as a polo pony. 

At least one former steeplechase horse is en¬ 
gaged in work helping humans as a therapy horse. 
While most steeplechase horses are geldings, one 
retiree is a stallion.

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Randy Rouse’s 
historic victory 

Randy Rouse, the well-known Virginia 
owner-trainer, made history again on 
April 30 with his Hishi Soar. 

When Hishi Soar came home first in 
Foxfield Spring’s Daniel Van Clief Me¬ 
morial optional allowance hurdle, Rouse 
became the oldest trainer ever to saddle 
a winner in North America (and, very 
likely, the world). He celebrated his 99th 
birthday in December. 

He broke his own record, set when 
Hishi Soar won at Monpelier in 2014. He 
broke the record set by California trainer 
Noble Threewit at age 95 in 2006.

Drake’s interview with Camden resident 
Kingsley—winner of the Carolina Cup twice 
as a trainer and twice as a jockey—evoked 
the essence of the sport and its participants.

JOANN ALEXANDER 



Pennsylvania owner/breeder Joann 
Dundon Alexander passed away April 30 
at Deep Meadows Farm in Pequea, Pa., 
her home of 46 years. She was 79. Born 
in Arlington, Va., Alexander was married 
to veteran Mid-Atlantic trainer Peter B. 
Alexander for nearly 57 years. Together 
they either bred, owned and/or raced 
stakes winners Sun of a Blitzen, Leave it 
to Beezer and Quiet Mike among others. 

Joann Alexander was a member of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
and remained an active supporter of Thor¬ 
oughbred aftercare. She is survived by three 
daughters: Mid-Atlantic trainer Margy 
Alexander, owner/breeder Julie Alexander 
Arbogast and Suzanne Alexander Doncel, 
and four grandchildren. 

AUSTIN BROWN 

Racing fan, amateur steeplechase jock¬ 
ey, racetrack executive, dedicated leader, 
Austin Brown enjoyed a long career with 
the Thoroughbred. He died May 4 at age 
89. Brown had a long career in racing-as 
a steeplechase participant, as an execu¬ 
tive at Delaware Park, as president of the 
Birmingham Turf Club in Alabama, as 
a founder of the National Steeplechase 
Museum and as a 50-year member of the 
Carolina Cup Racing Association. 

Born in Tryon, N.C., Brown attended 
the first Carolina Cup steeplechase meet in 
Camden, S.C., in 1930. By age 16, he was 
an amateur jockey. He rode in 14 editions 
of the Iroquois Steeplechase (winning three). 
He also rode three Maryland Hunt Cups. 


Brown and his wife Sally managed 
the former Court Inn, a winter resort in 
Camden, then moved over to the Spring- 
dale Hall Club. 

From 1965 to 1982, he was an executive 
at Delaware Park. When that track closed, 
he took on the difficult task of starting 
a Thoroughbred track in Birmingham. It 
was a rare failure (“disaster” is how he put 
it) for a man with many achievements. 

Brown returned to Camden and helped 
lead the Carolina Cup and Colonial Cup 
race meets as a member of the board. The 
Carolina Cup annually hosts upwards of 
50,000 spectators every spring. In the fall, 
the Colonial Cup is traditionally the last 
stop for Grade 1 horses looking to secure 
a championship. Chairman of the board 



for 15 years before stepping down in 2009, 
Brown attended 77 of the first 79 Carolina 
Cups. 

One of his proudest accomplishments 
was the National Steeplechase Museum in 
Camden. Founded in a small office build¬ 
ing at Springdale Race Course, home to the 
two race meets, in 1998, the museum has 
been expanded twice and is an educational 
and historical facility for jump racing in the 
United States. 

In 2007, Brown received the F. Ambrose 
Clark Award for distinguished service to 
American steeplechasing. He was an avid 
golfer and a regular at Saratoga in the 
summer. Dogwood Stable named a horse, 
Austin Brown, for him. 

The Browns moved to Hilton Head 
Island several years ago. He died there, his 
wife of 68 years by his side. 


HOWARD GREGORY 



Virginian Howard Gregory, who 
worked with horses at Meadow Stud for 
nearly 32 years, from the 1940s through 
1970s, died March 7. The Ruther Glen 
resident was 90. 

Gregory started as a farm worker at 
the Doswell farm and eventually became 
the stallion manager. Among the horses 
in his charge were First Landing, sire 
of Kentucky Derby and Belmont Stakes 
champion Riva Ridge. 


JOE KEELTY 



Maryland resident and longtime Thor¬ 
oughbred owner/breeder Joe Keelty died 
April 10. He was 93. Professionally, Keelty 
was a builder and developer in a company 
founded by his father James. The Keelty 
Company developed much of suburban 
Baltimore with commercial and residential 
projects in Baltimore, Timonium and Anne 
Arundel County among others. 
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The Navy veteran funded scholarships 
at Stevenson University and Washington 
and Lee University, supported the Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center and donated to 
area churches and high schools. He was on 
the board at Loyola University, which pre¬ 
sented him with the Carroll Medal (which 
recognizes distinguished alumni for service 
on the university’s behalf) in 2002. 

In racing, Keelty’s horses campaigned 
under the name Dumbarton Farm with 
trainers Jimmy Murphy, Barbara Graham, 
Tom Voss, Tim Keefe and others. Among 
the stakes winners he bred were Easy Red, 
Cashel Lassie and Crafty Celt. Connemara 
Coast, bred by Keelty and Graham, won 
twice in 2015 for Keefe. 

Dumbarton Farm also bred and sold 
a Silver Deputy yearling colt for $500,000 
at the 2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale in 
Timonium, at the time the most expen¬ 
sive horse ever sold at public auction in 
Maryland, and still the record price for the 
yearling sale. 

Keelty is survived by nieces and neph¬ 
ews. His companion, Ann Watts Grieves, 
died in 1998. 


WILLIAM STEINBUCH 

Breeder/owner William Steinbuch, pro¬ 
prietor of Mill Cove Farm in St. Leonard, 



Md., for more than 20 years, died March 
13, just weeks before the colt he bred, 
Noteworthy Peach, was named Maryland- 
bred champion 3-year-old male. He was 71. 

Steinbuch had gotten his start as a 
Thoroughbred owner when joining a part¬ 
nership with two friends in the early 1990s 
on a Two Punch colt named Jest Punching. 
The eventual multiple stakes winner of 
$358,096 led to Steinbuch’s association 
with the Capuano family, as Jest Punching 
was trained by Gary Capuano. Louis 


Capuano, Gary’s uncle, trained and man¬ 
aged Steinbuch’s horses at Mill Cove for 
a number of years until his death in 2006. 

Steinbuch had his greatest success with 
Foolish Dancer, the dam of Jest Punching 
acquired for $16,000 in December 1993 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale with 
stakes winner One Golf Sierra in utero. 
The Smarten mare produced five foals for 
Steinbuch—all became stakes performers. 
Steinbuch stood One Golf Sierra at stud 
for more than a decade, and although the 
Magic Prospect stallion sired only 18 foals 
over 10 years, he had 80 percent starters 
from foals and nine winners, including 
Steinbuch’s homebred stakes performers 
Lil Marvin and Sierra Quorum. 

Noteworthy Peach, owned by Gary 
Capuano’s Non Stop Stable, won the 2015 
Jennings Handicap over older runners and 
was second in the Federico Tesio Stakes to 
earn championship honors. 

Steinbuch was diagnosed with cancer 
in mid-January and sold his farm and dis¬ 
persed his horsees by February. His sister 
and brother-in-law Jean and Lew Stern 
described him as a renaissance man, who 
always provided a helping hand, loved 
animals and remained extremely active, 
including working for Merrill Lynch, where 
he was employed 54 years in Washington, 
D.C., right up until his death.

I Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway, a 
temperamental small red colt with an 
extremely long tail, followed his Kentucky 
Derby win by taking the Preakness in 
dynamic fashion. 

Basically left at the gate, Whirlaway 
trailed lengths behind the rest of the field 
early—“the favorite plodded along like a 
100-to-l ‘also ran’.” But when he made 
his move, it was breathtaking. “Whirlaway 
suddenly became alive and was gaining by 
leaps and bounds on the first flight. So 
great was his speed that the others seemed 
to stop in their tracks while this whirlwind 
came through. . .” Trained by Ben Jones, 
the son of *Blenheim II won by 5 lengths 
under Eddie Arcaro. 

I “The trained eye of James 
Fitzsimmons, who officiated for the 10th 
time, gave 26 yearlings in the class for 


25years ago 

I Tom Bob (Ire), close runner-up in the previous year’s Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup and then nearly retired due to a bleeding prob¬ 
lem, overwhelmed the largest field (13) in three decades to win 
the 1991 Hunt Cup. 

“It’s just what I wanted for this wonderful horse! He deserves 
it! exclaimed owner/trainer Rusty Carrier of Unionville, Pa. 
“Tommy has always been a champion in his heart, and how he’s 
shown it to everyone else.” 

The chestnut gelding won by 30 lengths with Sanna Neilson 
aboard, one of four female riders in the race (the others were 
Blythe Miller, Liz McKnight and Anne Moran).

(they finished sixth). 

Neilson joined Joy Slater Carrier and McKnight as the only 
women riders to win the Hunt Cup. 

I A stellar field entered the gate for the Pimlico Special, with 
the previous year’s Preakness winner Summer Squall facing his 
Kentucky Derby conqueror Unbridled for the first time since the 
previous May. 

Multiple Grade 1 winner Jolie’s Halo was in the field, as was 
recent Oaklawn Handicap-Gl winner Festin (Arg). 

The best handicap horse in California defeated them all as 
Farma Way, trained by D. Wayne Lukas, led throughout for Gary 
Stevens and won by 3 lengths over Summer Squall. The final 
time of l:52 2 /5 took three-fifths of a second off the previous 
Pimlico record for l 3 /u miles and equaled the North American 
record set by Riva Ridge in 1973 at Aqueduct.

I Kauai King remained the focus of the 
racing world after winning the Preakness 
Stakes and going for the Triple Crown. 
Mike Ford’s son of Native Dancer came 
up short when fourth in the Belmont, 
and Maryland Horse editor Snowden 
Carter covered the disappointment, and 
impact of the loss, with the colt’s dejected 
followers. “The race was run. The Triple 
Crown was gone. Kauai King’s lustre was 
less than it had been.” 

I Guy H. Burt’s reputation for picking 
out talent was growing at the local 
fall yearling sales as his purchases 
the previous two years yielded stakes 
winners. In 1965 the only horse he 
bought, a First Landing—Darlin Patrice 
colt eventually named Solo Landing, 
won the Rancocas Stakes at Garden 
State—his third win in four starts. 

The colt cost $15,000 as a yearling. 

Burt spent $5,000 for a Victory Morn 
filly the year before and watched the 
Virginia-bred he named Holly-O win the 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, with the win¬ 
ner’s share of the purse worth more than 
three times her purchase price. 

Holly-O would add the Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap the next year and eventually earned 
$127,540. Solo Landing won four stakes from 
17 starts, for earnings of $77,259. Burt bred 
the two together three times and got three winners, 
the best the filly Hoso, whom he soldprivately as 
a 2year-old. Hoso went on to win five stakes, 
includng the Grade 2 Fantasy, earn $200,459 
and is the great-granddam of millionaire and 
three-time Grade 1 winner Society Selection. 


10 years ago 

I Sleeter Farm, the Clementon, N.J., 
property owned by generations of the 
Sleeter family dating back to the 1890s, 
was profiled by Lucy Acton. Gerry 
Sleeter, his wife Carolyn and their sons 
Kurt, Kasey and Kevin handled all the 
duties of a Thoroughbred operation 
that made Carolyn Sleeter New Jersey’s 
leading Thoroughbred breeder for the 
past four years.

Phalanx: 

The classic stayer 



In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid-Atlantic region were 
named national champions. Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred takes 
a look at one of those luminaries. 

P halanx was the quintessential stayer. The Virginia- 
bred only got better as the distances got longer, 
applying the style of dropping way back and mak¬ 
ing one mad dash to the finish. During his busy 16-start 
sophomore season of 1947, he recorded six victories, 
two which stood out—the lVAmile Belmont Stakes and 
2-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. 


The colt was bred by Abram S. 
Hewitt, the result of breeding his 
Virginia stallion Pilate to the fine 
racemare Jacola. Phalanx ran in the 
colors of C.V. Whitney, an expla¬ 
nation given in the 1948 American 
Racing Manual: “Mr. Hewitt, who 
races few horses, his interest center¬ 
ing almost exclusively upon breed¬ 
ing and its problems, as a yearling 
sold a half-interest in Phalanx to 
Col. C.V. Whitney.” 

Phalanx showed his propensi¬ 
ty for longer distances at 2, win¬ 
ning his first three attempts going 
farther than a mile, most notably 
the Remsen Handicap at Jamaica. 
Trained by Sylvester Veitch, Phalanx 
was a highly touted 3-year-old and 
had two preps at Jamaica in April, 
one resulting in a Wood Memorial 
win, before going off as favorite in 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Ridden by Eddie Arcaro, Phalanx 
just missed to Jet Pilot over a soggy 
and slow Churchill strip. One week 
later, he was a non-threatening third 
in the Preakness. He was third in the 
Peter Pan Stakes two weeks later. 
Then came the Belmont. 

Making his fourth start in May 
and teamed up with a new rider, 
Ruperto Donoso, Phalanx was 


more than prepared and blew away 
the field by 5 lengths. He was back 
in 15 days to win the Dwyer, and 
extended the win streak to four with 
scores at Jamaica in an allowance 
and the Empire City Stakes. 

Facing older horses, including 
Stymie and Assault, in late July at l 5 /s 
miles, he finished fourth, the start 
of a long summer and fall when he 
lost five straight. During the stretch, 
he often gave away weight, and was 
not really sound. “He’s not lame, just 
sore, and I don’t think racing will 
hurt him,” Veitch was quoted. 

The Jockey Club Gold Cup was 
his next test against older horses, 
and he faced only two-*Talon and 
Stymie. At the end of the marathon 
a nose separated him and *Talon: 
the final time (3:21 3 /s) was less than 
a second off the track record. 

Named champion 3-year-old, 
Phalanx raced two more years, mak¬ 
ing 10 starts and winning twice, 
once in the 2Vfc-mile Daingerfield 
Handicap at Jamaica. 

After winning or placing in 30 
of 41 starts and earning $409,275, 
he was retired to stud at Whitney’s 
farm in Lexington, Ky., and sired 16 
stakes winners, including top grass 
horses Career Boy and Fisherman.

T he NSLM collection includes many 
antiquarian books, and each specific 
volume has its own history. This 
spring, the NSLM staff was going over 
copies of Markham’s Masterpiece and the 
Citizen and Countryman’s Experienced Farrier 
and were surprised to find notes all over 
the endpapers. 

Though they are written in English, 
some of the notes are difficult to decipher. 
The end-papers on Markham’s Masterpiece 
are covered with medical recipes from 
inside the book, meaning they were noted 
as handy bookmarks for easy reference. 

The dramatic notes, however, can 
be found in the Citizen and Countryman’s 
Experienced Farrier ; a similar veterinary com¬ 


pendium printed in the American colonies. 
It drew heavily on Markham but included 
many new recipes and cures. 

This copy of the Experienced Farrier 
was printed by James Adams of Wilming¬ 
ton, Del., in 1764. Adams was reputedly the 
first to open a printing shop in Delaware. 
What’s truly extraordinary about the copy is 
the front page, which bears a memorandum. 

The water damage to the page makes it 
a difficult read. Here is a transcript of the 
message: “Memorandum for Mr. James 
Rowan-to enquire in Chambers town of Mr. 
J. Campbell—where Michael Fallon Lives — 
& to inform him that Mr. Willy—took the 
liberty of opening a letter directed to 
Michl. Fallon directed to Mr. Willys care & 
it asserts that Mr. F’s Father wishes his return 
to Ireland-& also, since which Mr. Willy 
has heard that M. Fallon’s father was dead.” 

The limitations of 18th century com¬ 
munications are on full display. The memo 
is instructions for James Rowan, and the 


receipt of weeks-old news from across the 
ocean appears to have prompted the revi¬ 
sion of the message struck through. As a 
modern reader, it’s a bit painful to know 
how long it took to relay the message to 
Fallon; the limitations on speed of travel 
ensured little chance of a return to Ireland 
before the death of his father. 

It appears that this book was used to 
carry the message with Mr. Rowan from 
Richmond to Chambers town (later re¬ 
named Chambersburg) a 200-mile journey. 
How long the book was away from Mr. 
Willy is unknown, but he re-wrote his name 
on the back end-papers three years later.

Watching 
and Waiting 

T he mares aren’t the only ones on 
standby during foaling season. At 
the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center in Kennett Square, 
Pa., staffers are on call in the Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit to assist sick foals 
and their mares. 

The work can be hard, sometimes sad 
and pretty much non-stop. 

To help with the workload, depart¬ 
ment chief Dr. Jonathan Palmer created 
a volunteer foal-sitting program whereby 
community members help provide 
round-the-clock care for the so-called 
“mattress foals.” Volunteers take part in 
training sessions and then work in shifts 
to help veterinarians and nursing staff 
with a variety of tasks. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred's Anne 
Frederick met a few of the foal-sitters, 
and found out why they devote so much 
time and energy to the care of the young 
horses.
